P resbyterian Synod or the P aiiflc. 
S an F ra n c isc o , October 7th.—The Presby­ 
terian Synod of the Pacific met this evening 
at Calvary Ohurth, with eighty-one delegates 
present, llev. H. H. Rice, of Sacramento, 
was chosen Moderator. The opening sermon 
was preached by Rev. Dr. Hemphill, of Cal­ 
vary Church. Partial reports were received 
from Committees on Devotional Exercises 
and Arrangement of the Session. It is ex­ 
pected that the session of the Synod will ex­ 
tend over seven or eight days. Meetings are 
to he held morning, afternoon and evening. 
It has been expected that, the Cooper heresy 
case would come before the body, but as yet 
no reference has been made to it. 
The la ir at San Jose—Races. 
San Jo se , October 7th.—The fair showed a 
large attendance to-Jay, and was very satis­ 
factory to the Director*. The receipts at the 
gate approximated §800. The unfinished race 
between Brigadier and Abbotsford for the 
S750 trotting purse, free for all, came off at 1 
p. M. The grand stand was filled, aud the 
greatest interest was manifested. Brigadier 
was the favorite at heavy odds, aud won the 
hc-at and race easily, Abbotsford breaking 
badly. Time, 2:29. 
The next was a trotting race for four-year- 
olds, fur a purse of §400. The folliwir.g 
started: Goldsmith’s Romero and Titus’ 
Belle Echa. The latter was the favorite in 
the pools, selling at §40 to §30 before the first 
heat, though Romero had a record of 2:22. 
The heat was won by Romero in 2:25ip The 
next two heats were also won by Romero, 
'lime, 2:23—2:22f. Belle’s breaking caustd 
her to lose every neat. 
The next was a trotting racp, two-mile 
heats, best two in three, for a puree of §500, 
between Echora, Gold Note, Susie and 
Dave. Echora sold first in the pools and 
Gold Note second, at the rate of thlee to 
one. The first heat resulted iu a vietory for 
Echora. Time, 5:11, Susie second, Dave 
third, and Gold Note distanced. The next 
heat was easily captured by Echora. Time, 
5:12. Susie was second, and Dave dis­ 
tanced. 
The last race was for the 2:40 class, mile 
heats, heft three iu five, for a purse of §500. 
The following started : Empress, Starr King, 
Bismarck aud Kitty Thorn. Empress had 
the cull in pools by a large majority, selling 
against th : field. The first heat was won by 
Empress in 2:32, Starr King second, Thorn 
third and Bismarck fourth. Empress still 
continued the favorite, but lost the next heat, 
which was won by Starr King in 2:262 by le. s 
than half a length. This heat was closely 
contested, and the two came up the home­ 
stretch abreast. Starr King running, sent 
him ahead, but just before reaching the 
stand the driver got him into a trot aud saved 
his bacon. In spite of the apparent odds, 
Empress wa3 still the favorite in the field, 
and the pool-selling was brisk. The third 
heat was won by Starr King in 2:37. The 
next heat was won by Empress. Time, 2:38. 
It was now dark, and the finishing heat was 
postponed until to-morrow at 1 P. M.

U p p e r L ak e , October 7th.—The air shaft 
of the hoisting works at the Sulphur Bank 
quicksilver mice caved in abcnt 4 o’clook this 
evening. There were four white men and 
two Chinamen in the 210-foot level, who were 
shut in without any chance to get air. Ail 
the miners went to work at once to get them 
out as soon as possible. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
U p p e r L ak e , October 7ch.—The air shaft, 
about 100 feet from the main shaft, at the 
Sulphur Bank quicksilver miue caved in this 
afternoon about 4 o’clock. There were four 
white men and two Chinamen in the mine at 
the time. The Chinamen heard the cracking 
of the timber, aud started to make their es­ 
cape ; but were struck on the heads with the 
falling timbers. They managed to come up 
with the carriage, although very seriously 
injured. The four white men that were shut 
in are Englishmen. Their names are Thomas 
Thomas. James Weeks, Win. Boenell and 
Wm. Tontam. They are pumping air into 
the shaft with air pumps, and have all hands 
digging for them ; but it is believed to be im­ 
possible to reach them before they are suffo­ 
cated, ou account of the gas that is in the 
mine.

He says rations were 
purchased in Tombstone yesterday for the 
troops; that they ere still pursuing the 
Indians’ trail, leading to ttie southeast of 
Camp Rucker towards Chihuahua. The 
stock which they have with them was fouud 
along the trail dead. About seventy-five 
warriois are in the party, leading a large 
number of extra stock. As soon as the 
animals play out they are killed aad fresh 
ones mounted. The women and children are 
one day ahead. Bernaru’s troops lost several 
horses in traveling tno 200 miles since leaving 
Dragoon Summit. 
L a t e r —Reports are ju t received from 
Bowie that the Indians are close to B jw ís 
Station. Colonel Sanford ha* just ordered 
out two companies of the Sixtü Cavalry, 
Wall ce’s and Kingsburg’s, on a special train 
for that place. There are rumors that more 
Indians are leaving the reservation, but they 
are not credited h-re by the military. The 
report from Thomas about Bailey’s scouts 
deserting is confirmed by a dispatch from 
Colonel Smith, cumi .auding at Thomas, who 
says they left yesteiday afternoon. A guard 
has been furnished Mr. Hudson for his ranch, 
of six s'-ldiera. News from Bernard and his 
troops is looked for to-morrow. Samaniego 
and party left on the west-bound train, ar­ 
riving here tc-.:lay from Gc .nt. He brings 
the body of bis brother killed by the Indians 
when they attacked his train near Cedar 
Springs. Samaniego reports finding the mail 
strewed along the read which the Indians 
had evidently captured aud thrown away. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.) 
W illc o x , October 7th—9 P. M.— Reports 
from San Carlos say that over 400 Indians 
are reported out. Nothing yet from the sub­ 
agency. This was iai-ua day there, and the 
number actually absent no one knows. The 
hosrites are reported to be bieakimr up in 
small parties, which looks like an all winter 
campaign. The trail of a patty of Indians 
was di-covered about Black river, apparently 
ms king for tbe White mountain country. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
T ucson, October 7th.—A Cili-.cn special 
from San Carlos says : Tnis morning Col­ 
onel Tiffany arrested Ash ay, whom Nadiaky 
and other friendly Indians say is the mm- 
derer of Captain Hentig. Iu his examination 
by the Indian Agen-, he acknowledged being 
iu tbe Cibicu, and tiring two of the first shots. 
He also said that he wax cf the party who 
killed Turner aud Moody at Mialkton’s 
ranch, but says he did not go to the ranch. 
He says Askealte and Noutayosh commanded 
the party, aud that Jsctah tired one of the 
fatal shots. Askealte is now a prisoner with 
Sanchez’.* band. -Jactah was badly wounded 
in the fight, and is now a prisoner. Nouta- 
yosh is one of the prisoners who escaped from 
the military here last Friday night. Ashav 
says that Dead Shot, who was taken by Col­ 
onel Tiffany a few days ago, was one of the 
leaders iu the Cibicu fight; that tbe Cibicu 
fight lasted about two hours, aud lie confirms 
the exhumation aud ir.utiiutiou of the dead 
soldiers. He was turned over to General 
Carr last night. The Agency scouts broke up 
a Tiswin gang five miles north of here, and 
brought iu a chief and two other Indians. 
The oucka of the Tiswin party wanted to kill 
all the Indian soldiers. They were all drunk 
aud dangerous More atrests will be made 
to-lay. General MacKeczie will be here 
this morning. 
K illed Iu a Mine. 
T om bstone. October 7th.—James Tally, a 
carpenter working in the Grand Central mine, 
was inat.-ntiy killed about 3 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon. At the time he was working on a 
carpenter’s cage about twelve feet from the 
top. He rang the bell to hoist, when the en­ 
gineer started up tho engine slow, hut failed 
to stop at the surface, and the speed increased 
and sent the cage up into the sheeves, forty- 
five feet high, with such force that it turne I 
the cage ever, throwing liira down the shaft 
to a temporary platform 125 feet down, where 
he struck, killing him instantly. He came

AT A WONDERFUL COUNTRY AND A 
STRANGE COMMUNITY. 


The Mormons and the Gentiles—Fertile 
Lands—Richness of U tah—Game— 
Produce—Business Prosperity. 


S a l t L a k e , October 5, 1881. 
The first impression one gets from this 
country comes from the immensity of the 
mountains which lie east of the valley of 
Salt Lake. The valley, it may be roughly 
estimated, is 300 or 400 miles in length, 
and varying from 10 to 50 miles wide. 
In a clear day these tremendous peaks ap­ 
pear to move up closer to the city, as it 
were, so that a tourist, looking out from 
his hotel window, imagines that a walk of 
an hour would bring him to the top of any 
one of them. Such a stroll, however, 
usually terminates when one reaches the 
limits of the city, and he begins for the 
first time to realize that the task requires 
a getting out of bed at 4 in the morning 
and a pack-mule as a motive power. In 
hazy, heavy weather 
THESE MOUNTAINS 
Seem to retreat fifty or sixty mile*, as if 
disgusted with the climate, aud with their 
tops covered with snow or muffled in clouds, 
give the beholder a realizing sense of his 
own littleness and insignificance such as 
could only be acquired elsew’here by serv­ 
ing a couple ef terms in a Nevada or Cali­ 
fornia Legislature for the purpose of carry­ 
ing out the wishes of clamoring constitu­ 
ents on a pledged platform. 
One is naturally influenced by the gen­ 
eral appearance of the depot and its sur- 
oundings on being suddenly bundled down 
In a new town. The smallest way-ntation 
along the line of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road has a much better equipped depot 
than Salt Like. The passengers reach ar. 
open platform, and at the left is an old 
wood-shed where tickets are sold and bag­ 
gage checked. A rough board fence hides 
the hideousness of the place from the outer 
world, beyond which you are brought to a 
standstill by the sight of a gorgeously 
caparisoned omnibus, which looks like a 
flying art gallery. This takes you to the 
various hotels, none of which are here 
named from the fact that the landlords all 
expect it. I have every reason to believe 
that the ’bus above described cost more 
actual money than the depot and grounds 
surrounding it. 
THE CITY. 
When one is whirled through the city, the 
disagreeable impression made by the depot 
is soon forgotten. It is laid oat in im­ 
mense blocks 700 fset square, and the 
streets are, I should think, about sixty or 
seventy yards wide. ’ A man would 
hardly be able to hit another across the 
street with a six-shooter with any cer­ 
tainty, unless the party of the first part 
was raised in Lower California, or had 
moved in Amador county. 
Streams of 
clear water bubble aloDg the gutters, and 
drinking fountains are to be found iu every 
block. Water seems to be a drug in the 
market with Salt Lakers, and runs to 
waste all the year round. I do not know 
whero it oomts from, and no one appears 
to care from whence it comes or whero it 
goes. It is not so rich as the Sacramento 
water, ana lacks in the sliekeos, gold-dust, 
river mud and other substantial in­ 
gredients which make Sacramento water 
respected and popular. 
SEWERS AND HOLY OIL. 
AYitb all tlu3 inexhaustible water flow, 
there is no system of sewerage in the city, 
nor is there likely to be for 3ome time to 
come. The Mormon city authorities op­ 
pose it, and are determined not to regard 
it- as a sanitary measure. The Gentiles 
throw the refuse of the kitchen into the 
waters of the gutter, when it is carried 
rapidly away, but tho Alormons cast all 
refuse matter in their back yards, where 
it gives rise to malarial gases, which in the 
summer breeds sickness ou every side. In 
August last the death rate of children was 
nearly 100, aud these were almost en­ 
tirely Mormon children. For some years 
past the orthodox believers would not 
allow Gentile physicians to attend their 
sick, but contented themselves with the 
medicinal properties supposed to exist 
iu the “ holy oil” furnished by the 
Elders of the Tabernacle. 
It is only 
recently that the Saints have begun to 
realize tbe fact that the use of the oil is 
preliminary to a funeral, and that the ma­ 
laria medica of the Gentiles contains many 
things which discount oil as a healer of 
diseases. Oil, as a general medicine, is 
fast losing caste in this country. 
BUSINESS. 
It is hardly possible to imagine a town 
with more present prosperity or glowing 
commercial prospect than Sait Lake. The 
Denver and Rio Grande road will Boon 
reach the city, and as it owners are hostile 
to the Union Pacific, they say that they 
will run a parallel line wherever the Union 
Pacific extensions show themselves. Jay 
Gould’s new road to Sau Francisco is not 
regarded as a certainty, but there is a gen­ 
eral feeling that it will be built. But even 
if there was no fresh extension of rail­ 
road lines, the city would 3till be 
splendidly situated commercially. 
To 
get an idea of the prosperity, and 
constant influx of population,.one has but 
to be informed of the fact that over one 
thousand buildingB, including various 
houses and private residences, are now in 
process of construction; and the demand is 
far from being supplied. It is almost im­ 
posible to get a rented house in this city at 
present, yet building has been going on all 
summer. The city is lighted with the 
Brush electric light. Business of ail de­ 
scriptions is booming and the currents of 
trade flow along legitimate channels with a 
regular rush and roar. 
MINING. 
Here active mining takes the place of 
Htock speculation. AlineB lie about the 
Territory almost everywhere ; no big ledges 
like the Comstock, but here a mine and 
there a mine, worth from a few hundred 
thousand to a few million of dollars. East­ 
ern men are investing liberally, and men 
discover, locate and sell mines without giv­ 
ing a thought to the swindling, puree-col­ 
lapsing Stock Boards of Pine street, with 
their unmerited deals and unnecessary as­ 
sessments. Coal is found in great abund­ 
ance, and laid down at your door at prices 
varying from §5 to §8 per ton. All the 
poor coal is shipped west. When tbe 
Denver and Rio Grande road reaches Salt 
Lake coal will be S3 and $4 per ton and of 
the best quality. 
* 
THE DOMESTIC MARKET. 
All sorts of produce rate very low. 
Meat, game, vegetables and the like are 
astonishingly cheap. 
Peaches, the best 
on earth, bring 75 cents a bushel; chickens, 
six bits a pair ; wild game, a trifla cheaper, 
and five cents will buy a day’s supply of 
vegetables for a family. Alilk is 2Q cents 
a gallon, watermelons 5 cents each, and 
other fruits almost a drug in the market. 
House servants can be had for §3 a week, 
mostly Alormon girls. The valley is won­ 
derfully fertile, and the farms, mostly 
owned by Alormons, produce almost every­ 


thing that can be found in the valley of the 
Sacramento. 
O A MB. 
The streams in the monntains abound in 
splendid trout, running a3 high as four 
pounds, and salmon are also plenty. Teal 
and mallard ducks swarm in the small 
lakes, aud grouse, sage heDS and snipe 
afford plenty of sport for the wing shots. 
An ordinary restaurant meal includes teal 
duck and prairie chicken. Faro also has a 
strong foothold here, the gamesters paying 
no license except occasional fines to the 
city authorities. 
The science of poker 
seems to be mostly confined to the Imiians 
and officers of the military post of Camp 
Douglass. Some of the latter’s clean ups 
are reported to bo tremendous. 
TILE WAR OF CREED-I. 
Between the Mormons and Gentiles 
there is a gulf so wide that few ever cross 
it. A Mormon with but one wife is called 
a “ Jack Mormon.” A Gentile, no matter 
how bitter and belligerent he may he 
against the Mormons, is considered an 
angel of light compared to an apostate. 
The Mormons control the city government 
and the Gentiles tbe Federal Courts. The 
Legislature is entirely Mormon, and if a 
Gentile is elected his seat is at once con­ 
tested, and he goes out, or rather never 
gets in. The women vote the Mormon 
ticket, and the Gentiles are so far in the 
minority that they stay away from the 
polls. In some of the districts the vote 
stands about like this : Alormon ticket, 
600; 
Gentile 
ticket, 
3 ; 
and 
in 
some of the counties the Alormon 
ticket is unanimous. This is because the 
Gentiles do not vote at all. The tide of 
Gentile emigration is rapidly setting in, 
but this is offset by the new converts, who 
come in from Europe. During the last 
year over 2,500 arrived and settled in the 
Territory. The Mormon question, how­ 
ever, is not one to be canvassed hastily, 
ar. l I will reserve It for some other 
letter.

The Alokelmnne and Campo Seco Water 
Company are at present tarring pipe. The 
large main pipe which conveys the water 
of their ditch across Corral Flat will be 
taken up and given a new coating.

The Nevada Transcript says that a com­ 
pany consisting of Messrs. Yerrington, 
Bliss, Veriill and other well-known resi­ 
dents of the State of Nevada, ha3 been 
formed to develop the gold deposits known 
to exist in the Chapman Rauch premises 
just weot of Nevada city. They are run­ 
ning a tunnel to strike the main ledge, 
starting iu the gulcn two hundred yards 
above the house. 
Alamnioth city with' the country about 
had three thousand inhabitants in July, 
1879. It now has not ten. The buildings 
have been burned or moved away to Bishop 
Creek, where there are some ranches. The

This development is regarded 
as an encouraging indication that the new 
tunnel is going in the right direction to 
reach the main channel.—[Nevada Trans­ 
cript. 
A Comstocker, writing from New Alex- 
ico, says the Indian troubles have Bpoiled 
prospecting for this year. 
Prospectors 
now iu the country are doing wliat they 
can iu aud around the tow ns and settle­ 
ments, but are not woiking with much 
hope or enegv. The places which they 
are hungering and thirsting to explore are 
precisely those into which they dare not 
venture. It is thought that tine, if not 
immensely rich, veins of silver-bearing 
quartz could be found, also good placer 
mines, if the Indians were not in the way. 
There is no end of stories told about prom­ 
ising regions that have at various times 
been seen by scouts aud mountaineers in 
times past, of ruined towns and the like 
hidden away in the mountain gorges and 
forests.

Necessity for Irrig atio n —The Best Cow- 
The Horse for th e F arm er—Produce 
for Export. 


W e rake wheat w ithout irrigation and 
therefore it is generally believed th at irriga­ 
tion is not a necessity to successful agricult­ 
ure. 
B ut does wheat raising constitute suc­ 
cessful agriculture ? If not, then the fact th at 
we can raise wheat w ithout irrigation is no 
argum ent against the necessity for irrigation 
in any part of the State. 
W heat raising is 
one of the item s or specialties th at go to make 
up general agriculture, just as grape ta's'ng cr 
peach or apricot culture is a specialty, but 
no one of these specialties alone can give to a 
country a character as a good agricultural 
country. 
iVe have a soil adapted to almost 
any culture. 
Our soil as a rule comes as 
near to being inexhaustible eb the soil of any 
other known country ; the fact that we have 
been raising wheat for twenty-five to thirty 
years in succession on the same soil in many 
sections of the State is a proof of the valu­ 
able qualities of our soil. 
Y et this very soil 
upon which wheat has been so grown will 
produce but little eiso than the small grains. 
W here the best wheat is produced, neither 
potatoes, onions, cabbage, turnips, beets, 
carrots, peas, beans, buckwheat or ¡corn can 
be produc d 
successfully w ithout irriga­ 
tion. 
N either can 
the 
ordinary 
kinds 
of 
hay, 
as 
timothy, 
redtop, 
red 
or 
white clover, or even alfalfa, be raised suc­ 
cessfully w ithout irrigation on our best wheat 
lands. 
Because we have been able to pro­ 
duce wheat for so m any years on the same 
soil, it does not follow that we will always be 
able to continue to produce wheat in paying 
qualities on this soil. 
Oa the contrary, all 
experience is against this conclusion. 
Then 
the questiun, what will we resort to as a sub­ 
stitute for wheat when wheat can no longer 
be profitably produced, becomes of grave im­ 
port, and it is not the part of a prudent peo­ 
ple to put off the solution of this question 
much longer. 
Ten or tw enty years hence, 
w ithout some change in the practice of the 
wheat farmers of California, may find them 
unable to make a living on their farms by 
raising wheat, and tve shall not be disap­ 
pointed if th at point be reached quite gener­ 
ally in a much lees time. 
B ut we hear it 
stated, and we believe it is now the general 
opinion, th a t the profits of wheat culture will 
hardly w arrant the necessary expenditure to 
bring water over the country f .r general irri­ 
gation. 
If wheat culture is not at the pres­ 
ent 
tim e 
sufficiently 
profitable 
to 
w arrant 
tbi3 
necessary 
outlay, 
will 
it be tw enty 
years 
hence, 
wheu 
the 
siil is so much exhausted th at it will not 
produce half the present field of wheat? 
There certainly can be found no good reason 
for shutting our eyes to the unpleasant pros­ 
pect of the future of agriculture in Calif .rnia 
if the present pr. fligate course of the farmers 
be continued. The peculiarity of our climate, 
as every practical farmer well know-, ren­ 
ders it impossible to keep up the fertility of 
our soil by the usual methods—manuring and 
rotation of creps—as practiced in countries 
where 
rains 
are 
common 
duiiDg 
the 
warm seasons. 
W e have the neiissaiy rains, 
bu t we lack the moisture a t the same time— 
hence our coarse manures plowed in will not 
rot and assimilate with the soil. 
As we caa 
raise no other crop on our grain lauds but 
grain, we cannot adopt any system of rota­ 
tion of crops. 
Some wheat farmers, seeing 
the condirion of things, and the menace to 
w heat culture arising therefrom, are intro­ 
ducing more stock on their farms, and are 
thus endeavoring to put off the day when 
their 
lands 
will 
become 
sterile 
and 
unproductive. 
This 
is 
a 
good 
idea 
and proves the foresight and wisdom of 
those who are resorting to this change. 
B ut every year of their experience in a sys­ 
tem of join wheat and stock-raising will go 
to show them how much more profitable they 
could make this mode of farming if they had 
w ater at th -ir command with which to fl od 
their lands two or three times a year. 
The 
wheat-farmer, under the present system, gets 
the practical use of his land for only ab m t 
six months in the y e a r; or, in other words, 
it takes the wheat farmer tw enty years to get 
ten years’ growth from his land. 
The wheat 
crop is about four mouths growing, and about 
two months are consumed iu getting the crop 
harvested and off the land. 
The stubble is 
of no value for pasture except for the wheat 
th at is left upon it and the dry feed that 
grew during the time the wheat crop was 
growing. 
If water could be turned onto the 
wheat lands as soon as the grain was off, 
the 
growth 
for 
the 
balance 
of 
the 
year would 
produce 
a 
crop 
of stock 
feed 
very neaily or quite 
as 
valuable 
as the crop of wheat. 
Or, with such control 
of water, the farm er could produce four crops 
of alfalfa during the time required to grew 
and harvest one crop of wheat, either of which 
would be almost equal in value to the wheat 
crop, and then could have good pasture for 
his stock the balance of the year, on the same 
land th at had produced four crops of hay. 
Now, in the above statem ents we have refer­ 
ence to all the wheat sections of the State, as 
well north of San Francisco as south of it. 
There is not an acre of land in Sacramento, 
Yolo, Solano, Colusa or B utte counties th at 
would not be enhanced nearly fifty per cent, 
for wheat culture alone by the free introduc­ 
tion of w ater for irrigation. 
In this state­ 
m ent we have reference to the present as well 
as the future. 
For general agricultural pur­ 
poses it is impossible to estimate the enhance­ 
m ent of the value of the land in these coun­ 
ties th at would follow the introduction and 
control of water for irrigation purposes. 
W e claim th at irrigation, or the power 
to conduct w ater over the cultivated land», 
is a necessity not only in the southern 
counties, b ut in all the great valleys of the 
San .Joaquin and Sacramento 
and their 
principal contributaries. 
I t is true that the 
southern half of the State needs irrigation 
more than the northern half, but the north­ 
ern half would be doubled iu value for agri­ 
cultural purposes if supplied with water, so 
th at each farm er could use it on his fields, 
when it would enhaoce their produc'ion. 
I t 
has always beer, claimed th at grape vines did 
not 
need irrigation, 
even 
on 
the dry- 
est lands, but experience has taught such 
successful grape culiurists as G. G. Briggs, 
of Solano, and 11. B Blowers, of Yolo, th at 
they can at least double the value of the an­ 
nual product of their vineyards by the use of 
water, and both these gentlemen have spent 
large sums of money in the preparation of ir­ 
rigation works for tha special purpose of irri­ 
gating their vines. An irrigated agriculture 
is indeed the only agriculture th at can sus­ 
tain in California even a fair population to 
the Bquare mile. 
The Spaniards and In ­ 
dians th at roamed over this country before 
its settlement by Americans could get a 
half-starved living and could support a half­ 
civilized and half barbarous state of Bociety, 
as they did, without irrigation. 
And so we 
can m aintain the present sparse population 
for years yet without the use of water for 
th at purpose, but we cannot break up the 
large grants now held for sheep ranges, and 
settle up the immense tracts of second qual­ 
ity of lands now unoccupied in a profitably 
way by anybody, and introduce general pros­ 
' perity and a high state of cultivation and 
civilization, till we adopt some general plan 
of utilizing the water th at now runs from the 
m ountains to the sea each year, doing no one 
any good, but on the contrary sowing desola­ 
tion and misery in their paths, because un­ 
controlled and unused. 


The Be3t Cow. 
The best cow is not always the one th at 
gives the greatest quantity of milk. 
B utter 
is the test of the quality or value of milk. 
One gallon of milk from some cows will make 
as much butter as two gallons from others, 
and it follows th at the milk from such cows 
is worth twice 83 much as the same quantity 
from others. 
The character of a cow for 
m ilk does not always depend upon the breed 
or stock of the cow, and yet all pure breeds 
have their characteristics, which are more or 
less traceable in nearly all the individuals of 
the 
breed. 
F or 
instance, 
the 
Dutch 
or 
Holstein 
cows 
are 
noted 
for the 
large quantity of m ilk they give, but 
the 
m ilk 
of 
this 
breed 
has 
a 
characteristic peculiar to itself, and appar­ 
ently adapted to the purposes for which peo­ 
ple mostly use it. 
I t is fine grained and con­ 
tains a large proportion of casein or legumen, 
of which cheese ^ made, but the fatty parti­ 


cles th at are requisite to form butter are veiy 
fine or small, and not easily separated by 
churning. 
For cheese-making purposes then 
tie e cows are well adapted, and this quality 
is just w hat suits the D utch people, who are 
p e a t cheese eaters, and who in fact use cheese 
instead of butter to a great extent. 
The 
milk of the Ayrshire cow is quite similar in 
ch; r c eristics to th at of the Holstein, but 
perhaps lacks in the proportion of casein or 
caeese elements. 
I t is generally recogniz’d 
th at the Ayrshire is one of the most prolific 
milk givers, but th at the milk from these 
c ws lack both the cheese-making properties 
of the Holstein and the richness iu cream or 
butter of the Jersey. 
For rich yellow milk, 
and thick waxy cream, and large quantities 
of 
gilt-edged 
butter, 
the 
little 
Jersey 
cow stands at the head of the long list of 
breeds of cows. 
So well defined and gener­ 
ally recognized are these qualities of the Je r­ 
sey cow, th at the butter made from their 
milk commands a higher price in all the m ar­ 
kets than butter made from aDy other Btock 
of cows. 
Channel Island butter has a dis­ 
tinct place in the London m arket, and always 
brings a larger price. 
So the milk frcm these 
islands commands a num ber of pennies a 
quart more in London than th at from any 
other locality, and is monopolized by the 
richer aud better living people. In the larger 
Eastern cities, as New York, Philadelphia 
and Boston, the same difference is made in 
respect to the products of the Jersey cow. 
Some of the butter dairies where Jersey cows 
are milked command as high as a dollar a 
pound for their butter the year through 
trom regular special customers, while com­ 
mon butter, or butter made promiscuously 
fiom 
common 
cows, 
does 
not 
com­ 
mand one-fourth th at price. 
The same dis­ 
tinction is also m aintained as to milk. 
The 
demand for good rich milk th at will yield 
rich yellow ere:, rn for coffee and oatmeal 
mush for breakfast has induced the establish­ 
m ent of miik dairies where J t r ey cows are 
kept, and tiie milk sold at high rates to 
special customers. 
The old idea th at the 
more water you can introduce into the milk 
to bo sold to families iu the city, whether 
th at w ater is incorporated 
by the hab­ 
its or breed of the cow th at gives it, or 
comes direct from the pump, is becoming un­ 
popular, and should become unprofitable to 
those who seek to make money by it. 
The 
Jerrey is becoming the popular cow for pri­ 
vate families for the saíne reasi n —th at she 
gives the richest milk. 
W ho thinks of buy­ 
ing a cow of common stock now for a family 
cow, or who inquires for a Holdstein or 
A yrshire? The Jersey is the best cow for 
the butter or milk dairy, or for the family. 


The Farm Horse fo r th e Farm er. 
The great excitement over the fast running 
and fast trotting horse3 should not deceive 
the farm er as to the kind of horse th at is 
most profitable on the farm. 
Tho farmer 
who knows and acts up to his own interests 
wants none of your flyers to draw his plow, 
to run his reaper aud mower, or to freight 
his wheat or hay or other produce to m arket. 
W ii'le the millionaire can support a 2:124 trot­ 
ting horse to amuse hia leisure hours w ith or 
to put into the hands of a jockey to win more 
with on the race track, the farmer wants 
a horse adapted to the work of the farm, end 
in raising colts or buying them shoull never 
lose sight of this fact. 
N either is the heavy 
draft horse the horse best adapted to the use 
of the farm er. A close built, medium-sized, 
easily-kept horse—one that has a quick atip, a 
gentle disposition and a good degree ot intelli­ 
gence and can be adapted to all purpo'es is the 
fa-mer’s horse. 
The Morgan breed of horcas, 
c.-os e.l with almost any ot'.-.er blood, has al­ 
ways proved a cross in the right direction for 
the farmer. 
Perhaps at the present time the 
Peicheron horses are among the best horses 
known for crossing with other breeds to make 
goo.1 farm horses. 
The Percherons are larger 
horses than the old Morgans, but seem in 
many particulars to possecs the good qualities 
of the original Morgan, except th at they 
have not quite so great speed. 
The farmer’s 
horse is not the popular horse at the agricult­ 
ural fairs. The horse th at fills the eyes of ti e 
million a t these fairs is the very horse that is 
in no one sense adapted for the farm or agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
This is simply one fact 
among the many th at show th at agricultural 
fairs, so called, are not turned so much to the 
advantage of farmers as to thatof otherclasses. 
Farm ers should not be misled by the eclat 
th at fast horses create. 
The popularity of 
the fast h rse, to a great extent, comes from 
the mysteries and fascinations of the pool- 
box. 
Tho fast horse has his place and his 
purpose as well r.s the farm horse, and he 
should be admired and improved to the bet­ 
ter fill that place and purp >se—tie r tad and 
speed—just as the farm horse should be im­ 
proved to fill his place before the plow, 
reaper and mower and farmers’ road and 
freight wagon. 
B ut let not the pool-pox lead 
the fanner astray in the selection of the 
horse for his farm.

Produce for Export. 
A leading produce m erchant aud exporter 
Baid to us a few days since: 
“ Advise the 
farmers to produce those things th at have an 
exp art demand.” As a m atter of present 
money-making to the farmer, this is good ad­ 
vice, and we indorse ic ; but at the same time, 
we regret the conditi n of things th at renders 
this advice necessary or appropriate. 
The 
implication 
from 
this 
advice 
is 
that 
we have not a good home m arket for 
the products of ths soil 
in 
our Stat6. 
However unpleasant it may be to adm it this 
fact, it is a fact still, and m ust ba admitted. 
W e have a larger proportion of agricultural 
producers tbau consumers, aud hence must 
look abroad f .r the mouths to consume our 
products, end must pay freight on our pro­ 
duce to them, and return freight on the 
articles the owneis of these mouths manu­ 
facture for us to consume. 
Thus we pay 
fr ight both ways to our great disadvantage. 
This is the reason we are compelled to pro­ 
duce so large a proportion of wheat and pay 
high freight on is five thous cd miles to a 
m arket where it will bring us money. 
We 
cannot freight the products of a miscel­ 
laneous agriculture th at distauce, and can 
sell but a limited quantity ot such products 
at home, and hence it does not pay to roise 
them. 
Our agriculture is in the lead of 
other 
trades 
and 
occupations th at go 
to make up a prosperous and independent 
community, 
and as long as it remaius 
it will remain to a disadvantage. 
We want 
manufacturing enterprises.. B ut the draw­ 
back or discouraging circumstance to these 
enterprises is said to be the high price of la­ 
bor. To get labor of aDy kind into a country 
there must first be a demand for th at labor. 
Labor cannot live 
without 
employment, 
while capital can suspend its profits for a 
time to 
create 
openings 
for 
profitable 
and 
perm anent 
investm ent. 
L et 
cap­ 
italists start the manufactnrir-g enterprises 
and bring the cheap labor here from other 
countries, an! we will thus increase the home 
demand for all agricultural products, and in 
troduce general aud perm anent prosperity 
and an increased population. 
Then we will 
not have to produce for export or go without 
profits.

DEBRIS DAMS 


A I o d r the Bear, Yuba and Sacram ento 
rivers and other stream s affected by debris 
from hydraulic m ining claims, a company 
of engineers have been working' for some 
tim e, seeking to devise a plan to solve the 
vexed problem. 
These men are in the em ­ 
ploy of the U nited States, and are laboring 
under the direction of th e Federal G overn­ 
m ent. 
So far as is understood at present, 
th e favored project is to construct in well- 
chosen localities four dams a t least one hun­ 
dred feet in hight, the belief being th a t 
these w ill serve effectually to im pound the 
debris and save the farms, the rivers and 
th e 
bay 
of 
San 
Francisco. 
R eports 
indicate th a t 
th e upper dam 
w ill be 
constructed near the m outh of W olf creek, 
in a canyon about a mile and a half from 
Colfax. 
T his would impound the debris 
for ten or fifteen m iles up th e river, and 
m ost of th a t which comes from the D utch 
F lat, Gold R un and You Bet sections. 
I t 
is understood, though no t definitely stated, 
th at the G overnm ent will defray all ex­ 
penses of construction, and also pay such 
damages as the surveying p arty m ay th ic k 
ju st to the m iners or farm ers who may be 
injured by the contem plated w orks or their 
results. 
T he scheme is looked on w ith 
favor by ranchers and m iners who have 
been consulted on the m atter. 
The details 
wiil have to be subm itted to Congress to 
m ake provision for the paym ent, and it is 
thought possible th a t some kind of a tax 
m ay be levied on the S tate to reim burse 
th e G overnm ent for a portion of th e ex­ 
penditure, which, it is anticipated, will not 
be extraordinarily large.

L o n d o n , September 13, 1S81. 
W ith the exception of several m isunder­ 
standings and controversies betw een the 
E astern and W estern sections on m atters 
of business, 
th e Conference 
proceeded 
sm oothly to the close of the first week. 
T here was “ m uchee talkee,” as the C hina­ 
m an would say, and w ith 400 professional 
speakers gathered together, having nothing 
else to do, this w as inevitable. 
I t is felt 
now th a t a m istake was m ade in so com­ 
pletely tying the hands of th e Conference 
in m atters of legislation. 
Should another 
Ecum enical be held four years hence, as is 
probable, 
the gathering w ill be allowed 
more latitude th an the present body, and its 
proceedings, per consequence, w ill be more 
interesting. 
I t is evident, however, th a t 
tbi3 first Ecum enical Conference, lim ited 
as are its poweis, will not be wholly barren 
of results. 
I t will be sure to lead to an 
economizing of th e Foreign M issionary 
forces of M ethodism , and there is a proba­ 
bility now th a t it w ill issue a to rt of pas­ 
toral address, w hich, coming from so dig­ 
nified and tru ly representative a body, will 
comm and universal attention, and pointing 
out, as it will, th e perils and dem ands of 
the hour, cannot fail to do m uch good. 
This Conference will also strengthen the 
feelings and bring the bodies represented 
in it to a b etter understanding of one an­ 
other. 
There are already m any indica­ 
tions th a t th e Conference will benefit 
Am erican M ethodism by cem enting more 
strongly th e ties by w hich in these days 
th e loDg sepaaated N orth and South are be­ 
ing draw n together. 


TIIE INFLUENCE OF THF. GATHERING 
In th is direction was forcibly illustrated 
by a scene w hich occurred on Thursday. 
A telling five m inutes’ speech had been 
made by Rev. J . C. Price, a colored man 
from N orth Carolina. 
One point in his 
speech was th a t M ethodism had am eli­ 
orated th e hardships of slavery. 
I t had 
softened the h eart of th e m aster tow ard 
the slaves, the speaker said, aud at the 
same tim e had caused th e C hristian slave 
to th in k kindly of his m aster. 
The 
speech made a great impression on the 
Conference, and at its close Dr. C. K . 
M arshall, a leading representative of tho 
M. E. C hurch South, arose, and am id loud 
dem onstrations 
of 
approval, 
extended 
his hand to the black 
man, 
who had 
ju st sat down, saying, as he did so, “ I 
greet you as a brother, and I th an k God 
th a t j our people are free.” 
T his episode 
was greatly enjoyed by all present, bu t 
to 
the 
A m erican 
delegates it had 
a 
peculiar 
significance, 
and 
brought, 
of 
course, 
peculiar gratification. 
In 
this 
connection 
it 
should 
be 
stated 
th a t 
a speech was m ade yesterday which re­ 
m inded the Conference that there had beeu 
serious differences betw een some of the 
English M ethodist bodies, and w hich also 
dem onstrated th a t this gathering was likely 
to effect th e rem oval ot these differences. 
The author of th is speech was Rev. W in. 
Griffith, of th e M ethodist Free Churches. 
T h irty years ago this gentlem an and tw o 
others, Revs. E v erett and D unn, were ex­ 
pelled from the Conference of th e B ritish 
W esleyan Church forhaviug used th e press 
to pass anonym ous strictures on several 
prom inent m inisters of th a t church. Their 
expulsion 
was 
brought about m ainly 
through the agency of Dr. George Osborn, 
the leading 
repr. sentative 
ot 
B ritish 
W esley,¡nism at this Ecum enical Confer­ 
ence. 
Since th a t tim e M r. G riffith and 
Dr. Osborn have never spoken to each 
other. 
Y esterday, however, 
the form er 
gentlem an, referring to th e good he had 
derived from the Conference, said th a t at 
first ho had no desire to be present, th in k ­ 
ing no 


PRACTICAL RESULT 
W ould be reached from such a m eeting, 
b u t th a t now he felt as though he could 
not afford to have beeu absent ; “ an d ,” he 
added, “ there is no t a person in this Con­ 
ference to whom I canuot give the right 
hand of 
fellow ship.” 
These 
rem arks 
spoke volumes to those who knew of the 
old fend and of the bitterness th a t had so 
loug survived it, aud among th e B ritish 
delegates there w ere m any hearty “ hear, 
hear’s,” and not a few m oistened eyes. Dr. 
Osborn was not a t the m om ent in the Con­ 
ference room, or a scene of reconciliation 
m ight have been enacted. 
Such a scene, 
however, is looked upon as ono of th e pro­ 
babilities of the near future, and no one 
more sincerely than your correspondent 
hopes it will occur, for such things not only 
presage good for M ethodism , b u t they tend 
also to re.ieve th e m onotony of th e sessions 
of this body, which, beginning, continuing, 
and having th e ir end in talk, are neces­ 
sarily for the m ost p a rt rath er tedious.

In th e dis­ 
cussion ot the firBt-named them e it tran ­ 
spired th a t M ethodism has 84,453 local 
preacher» ; 
32,168 
itinerant preachers ; 
4,7G2,000 m em bers; 59,180 Sunday-schools, 
and 4.481,630 Sunday-school scholars. The 
discussion in 
regard to 
the 
w ork 
of 
women was chiefly rem arkable for its strong 
conservativetoue. 
Some had expectedthat 
th is representative gathering of the w orld’s 
M ethodism would favor the general open­ 
ing of M ethodist pulpits to women, and 
the conferring upon them , when desired, 
of m inisterial orders know n to the Church. 
H ow u tterly those who entertain such ex­ 
pectations were disappointed w ill be well 
understood when i t is stated th at th e essay­ 
ist, Dr. Antliff, of the Prim itive M ethod­ 
ist Church, 
favored 
the 
admission of 
women to the pulpit only in exceptional 
instances, 
w hile 
the 
invited 
speaker, 
Dr. Payne, P resident of Ohio W esleyan 
U niversity, said nothing cn th e subject, pro 
or con, the cause of female preaching find­ 
ing, as a m atter of fact, b u t one special advo­ 
cate in the Conference. 
The discussion of 


SCRIPTURAL HOLINESS 
Claims special m ention, not so m uch for 
the ability displayed by D r. N ew m an, J . 
B. M cFerrin, and others in its treatm ent, 
as for tbe fact th a t th e Conference by a 
large vote suspended its rules to allow the 
consideration of th is them e to extend be­ 
yond the allotted hour, th e understanding 
being th a t th e rem arks should tak e on the 
form of experience. 
Tnis was th e only 
instance in w hich th e Conference has sus­ 
pended its rules for any purpose. 
I t had 
refused to extend th e tim e of a prom inent 
speaker, even after th e assurance from the 
gentlem an th a t he had only another sen­ 
tence to u tte r. 
T he fact, therefore, th a t 
the Conference did for th e them e in ques­ 
tion w hat it refused to do in other cases, 
shows th e rapid progress th a t particular 
doctrine is m aking in th e high places of the 
Church. 
Dr, Buckley and others spoke in 
opposition to the suspension of the rules for 
th is purpose, but a few words from Rev. E. E. 
Jenkins, ex-President of th e B ritish W es­ 
leyan Conference, brought th e Conference 
to his way of thinking, and the Ecum enical 
holiness m eeting was accordingly held. 
In 
the course of th e discussion on “ The Influ­ 
ence w hich M ethodism has E xerted upon 
O ther D enom inations” it transpired th a t 
the C hurch was doing a really great work 
in this direction. 
“ I t was th e rem ark 
of a great m an,” said one speaker, “ th a t 
M ethodism 
was 
God’s 
wooden 
spoon 
to stir np the C hurches.” 
She was doing 
this, it was shown, by provoking other de­ 
nom inations to activity and enterprise in 
the b u ild in ^o f churches, and in th e occu­ 
pancy of mission fields. 
I t also appeared 


that many ministers now eminent in the 
Church of England and other bodies, had 
the good habit in early life of attending 
M ethodist preaching-houses, and that not 
a few were converted there. 
As a notable 
instance of 


M e th o d is m ’s c o o d w o r k 
In th e latte r liüe, the case of th e great 
B aptist preacher, Charles H . Spurgeon, 
was cited. 
M r. Spurgeon wa3 brought to 
tn e experience of religion through the 
efforts of 
a Prim itive M ethodist local 
preacher. 
H e frequently refers to this fact 
in his m inistrations, and alw ays has a 
warm side for the friends of his youth. 
L ast Sabbath, out of deference, it is sup­ 
posed, to th e Conference, and to th e pres­ 
ence in his tabernacle of a large num ber of 
th e delegates, this w orld’s preacher dis­ 
coursed on th a t favorite teu et of early 
M ethodism , 
Holiness, 
advancing 
views 
th a t were fully abreast, it is said, of those 
held by even th e m ost advanced modern 
specialists on this doctrine. 
The M eth­ 
odists here take pride in Spurgeon, claim ­ 
ing th a t he is w hat he is largely through 
his eariy association w ith them ; M r. Spur­ 
geon, as already intim ated, also takes some 
pride in the M ethodists, b ut his love is not 
blind, and occasionally he gives them a 
piece of hia m ind not a t all pleasaut to 
ponder over. 
Y our readers w ill recall a 
statem ent in m y last le ttfr indicating a 
growing tendency in the W esleyan body 
to adopt certain H igh C hurch practices, 
such as tb e opening of th eir services w ith 
the use of the Book of Common Prayer. 
N ot long ago Spurgeon dealt this tendency 
a severe rebuke. 
H e wa3 speaking of the 
religious progress of the age, and had re ­ 
m arked th a t much of it was in the w rong 
direction, when he adduced M ethodism as 
a striking example of this. 
“ M ethodism , ” 
said he, “ is going to the C hurch, the 
C hurch is going to Rome, and Rome is 
going to the devil.” 
The one them e which 
up to th is w riting ha3 aw akened 
the 
greatest interest was th at of 


TEMFERANCE. 
This was inevitable a t a gathering of 
M ethodists 
and th e discussion of the 
them e ? t this gathering was invested w ith 
special interest, owing to th e fact th a t the 
E astern and W estern sccticns are not in 
perfect agreem ent on the subject. 
In this 
country total abstinence prevails among 
M ethodists only to a lim ited extent. P rob­ 
ably nearly all the Am erican delegates 
have been asked to partake of either wine 
or beer at the M ethodist homes where they 
are being entertained. 
I t is nothing u n ­ 
common here for even M ethodist m inisters 
to drink m oderately. 
H ow m any glasses 
of the sparkling beverage were sipped while 
the prelim inary arrangem ents for th e Con­ 
ference were being m ade is a subject 
which courtesy forbids us to speculate 
upon ; bu t since th e Conference began 
your correspondent has seen decanters 
of wine, w ith wine glasses, in one of the 
rooms of C ity-road Chapel, from which a 
local com m ittee had ju st emerged, and the 
glasses looked as though they liad been re­ 
cently used. 
There are, to be sure, tem ­ 
perance organizations in operation among 
the B ritish W esleyans, and some progress 
is being made. 
The young men in the 
m inistry are m ostly toral abstainers, b u t 
m any of th e middle-aged and old m en still 
drink a little. 
In this m atter, as your 
readers are aware, the M ethodist m inis­ 
ters of A m erica are far in advance of.their 
B ritish brethren, total abstinence among 
them being a rule to which there are few 
exceptions. 
This diversity of views and 
practices made it certain th a t there would 
be a lively tim e on 


TEMPERANCE DAY, 
A nd there was uo disappointm ent. 
The 
discussion placed th e B ritish side of the 
house in the rath er hum iliating position of 
having to listen to a good lecturing from 
the other side. 
Occasionally, too, th e 
ardent tem perance spirits among them ­ 
selves struck out from th e shoulder, one of 
them , Mr. A tkinson, J . P ., giving as the 
reason why he, though an abstainer him ­ 
self, had never signed the pledge, th a t he 
frequently entertained W esleyan m inisters 
at his home, and th at some of these, should 
he fail to pu t the wine bottle before them , 
would speak 
disparagingly of his hos­ 
p itality. 
This statem ent being questioned, 
M r. A tkinson affirmed th a t one of the 
leading m inisters in th e denom ination, on 
an occasion w hen th a t form of entertain­ 
m ent was w ithheld, had so spoken. 
The 
debate 
on 
this 
subject 
was 
listened 
to by 
one of 
tho 
largest 
and m ost 
deeply interested audiences th a t the Con­ 
ference at any tim e drew together ; and 
the body, it should be said, more so than 
a t any previous session, seemed to rise up 
to th e dignity befitting it. 
T he feeling 
prevailed th a t th e utterances of the E cu­ 
menical on this subject would ba of great 
im portance to th e church, aud would com­ 
m and attention from th e outside world. 
The tide of debate was all against the 
B ritish brethren for a tim e, and it seemed 
as though they were the only trangressors; 
h ut when a colored m an arose and said 
th a t in “ Old V irginny ” he had frequently, 
in the by-gone days, detected the odor of 
liquor on the breath of M ethodist preach­ 
ers, the tables were turned, and a laugh 
was indulged a t tho expense of the b reth ­ 
ren from abroad. 
The debate closed w ith 
th e understanding th a t a t some subsequent 
session _the Business Com m ittee would 
bring in a resolution to be adopted by the 
Conference as an expression of its views 
on this subject.

Fi­ 
nally 
one m orning as he stepped into 
the dry-room after ascending to the surface, 
the bowl of his pipe separated from the 
stem aud fell to the floor. 
The Superin­ 
tendent of tbe mine happened to bo there, 
and it rolled to his feet. 
H e courteously 
stooped to recover it for the owner. 
As he 
did so he obseived it was very heavy, and 
turned it over in his hand w ith curiosity. 
T he m iner saw the motion and got nervous. 
T he Superintendent noticed th e peculiar 
action of the m iner and a ray of suspicion 
entered his not over-astute mind. 
He 
walked out of the room w ith th e pipe, 
leaving the m iner in a greatly excited con­ 
dition. 
W hen he got to his office he m ade 
an exam ination. 
Iu the bowl he found a

instruct aud enlighten, unless the reader 
has 
perused 
the 
articles, 
papers, 
and 
works, or 
a goodly portion 
of 
them, 
from which they are taken, in fulL 
As ex­ 
amples of style, of conciseness, etc., they 
may be u n -fcjsctiousb'e, aud to the thorough 
reader such volumes will bo useful a< indices, 
but to those who have not had a comprehen­ 
sive reading of at least a large part of Dis- 
íaeli’s writings and speeches we cau conceive 
of no benefit to accrue from a peru'al of this 
volume. 
Tiie time can be so much better ex­ 
pended th at we cannot advise such to give it. 
Gathering crumbs scattered broadcast iu th¡3 
way will iu no satisfactory way tend to en­ 
lighten as to the true quality of the wit or the 
wisdom of Beaconsfield. 
The c .mpilerof the 
b ok, who discreetly withholds his name, may 
be heard a moment in defense of his w ork:

operation, the changes would have been more 
numerous and also more radical. 
After all 
the concessions made by tbe two Boards of 
Revision, there remained rejected American 
suggestions which were given in an appendix. 
These suggestions Dr. Hitchcock incorporates 
into the text, and holds himself and his pub­ 
lishers alone responsible for the Testam ent in 
th at form. 
In all this m atter there seems to 
have been no little jealousy of nationality, 
and as the American is especially " quick” 
concerning any aecondary place in which he 
may be classed, he has p ut f orth, to put it 
bluntly, his own revised edition of the New 
Testam ent, and boldly proclaims it as good, 
if not better, than th at of his B ri’.i-h cousin. 
For instance, hear the American publishers 
declaim, and see flap the eagle’s wing in de­ 
fiance of the Lion and the Unicorn (the 
italics are ours): 
It is a credit both to American scholarship and to 
American sincerity th at so m any of the readings 
and renderings preferred by the American branch 
of tbe International Committee of Revision, but 
precluded from present adoption by tbe greater con- 
ser-aiism of the English m ajority, .-bould be so gen­ 
erally accepted as the truer and more fa ith fu l 
translations of those portions of tho sacred text. 
No sooner had the beautiiul Oxford and Cambridge 
editions of the revision been published, and with 
their numerous reprints scattered by millions over 
the English speaking world, than a demand arose 
from scholars and the schularly press for an edition 
which should rescue those truer renderings ot the 
American committee from the puzzling and almost 
useless “ list ” in which the Engiiih books and their 
American reprints had tucked them away, and 
should give them , each in its own place in tbe text, 
showing the revision as it would have been if tbe3e 
readings had been bravely adopted.

W e have fiom the agent five 
numbers of the work, and from an examina­ 
tion of these are favorably impressed with 
promise of the series. 
The illustrations, two 
plates w ith each number, are very fine steel 
engravings, presenting portraits of Bryant, 
Thackeray, Macaulay, etc., and others are 
plates of “ The Fair V enetian,” “ T neL ainl 
of M acnab,” “ R sb,” “ The Golden Age,” 
“ Cupid tangled by the Graces,” “ View of 
N aples” 
(from 
the 
west), 
“ Charlotte 
Corday.” “ The Death of A ntony,” etc. 
This collection has the approval of our judg­ 
ment, because it is chiefly the work of an intel­ 
ligent librarian, Mr. Spofford of the Congres- 
ssional Library. W ashington, for we conceive 
th at a man of his experience and observation 
may give us a better selected collection than 
the purely literary man, whose tastes arc- 
more likely to run in a single groove, at least 
to be less brood and varied. 
The librarian 
should be able, on the contrary, to form a 
correct judgm ent as to w hat will be9t com­ 
plete the model compilation of such a char­ 
acter as this. 
H e has had opportunity dur­

sion of tho standard literar. works from the 
local libraries, and the advantages of even 
these are limited to a m inority of the many. 
The great mass, then, can possess themstlves 
of the choicest gems of literature onlv through 
such ageucies ss compilations afford, and for 
th at reas u the notices of new publications iu 
this 
journal 
have, with 
few exceptions, 
favored such means, and have indorsed the 
plans of most of the cheap library series of 
which there are just now so many. 
W e have 
seen none that, in a purely lueraiy view, are 
likely to be more valuable and u»eful than 
th at now before us. 
I t is to be noted that, 
as already indicated, the work promises to 
be the most varied in its contents of any ever 
i-sued, for the shrewd librarians have had 
the wi-dom to sweep over the whole field of 
literature and not confine th inselvts to the 
more famous writer» and their works, but 
have uluck d down along the a. fs from Livy 
r.ud Ta ltus to the I, ndon Punch ; from 
Thncydides to M ark Twain ; from Byrou to 
Holland, and from Cicero to the [re.it anony­ 
mous.

From A. L. Bancroft ft C o , San Fran­

I t is a small and compact

THS MICHIGAN FOREST FIBES 


The scene was more terrible th an any­ 
thing often known. 
The w ind increased 
so as in some places to destroy buildings 
aud actually take people off their feat, aud 
those who saw it describe the rush of the 
conflagration as a hurricane of flame, aud 
say th a t th e very air seemed to be on fire. 
A t th e village of Bad A x, 
where the 
H uron county buildings were, it began to 
grow dark in the forenoon from smoke, and 
m a few hours the pitchy blackness was 
like th a t of a close cellar, eo th a t it was 
impossible to see a foot. 
I t was know n 
th at there were fires three m iles south, but 
there was no thought of danger u n til sud­ 
denly there came a lurid glare, th e flame 
and w ind im m ediately followed, and iu 30 
m inutes 
53 of the 
55 
buildings 
in 
the 
place were in ashes. The 
C ourt­ 
house was of brick, covered w ith slate, 
and there 
the 
people 
w en t 
for pro­ 
tection. 
T he building escaped destruc­ 
tion, and 
those w ithin it were 
saved, 
although 
they suffered 
badly 
from 
heat. 
There were no lives lost here, bu t 
this was exceptional good fortune. R eports 
from some places are too h irrib le to read. 
N um bers of people flying from danger 
were overtaken and died in the roads, some 
perished m iserably in wells and other 
places w here th ey had sought safety, and 
iu the terrible tim e a few women were 
taken w ith th e pains of childbirth. E very­ 
where it is a sickening 3tory of suffering 
and of roasting hum an flesh in every con­ 
ceivable way. 
Iu some places th e heat 
was alm ost incredibly intense, and the 
smoke was everyw here unendurable and 
caused m any deaths by suffocation. 
The 
work of destruction was very uneven. 
Some towms in the d istrict escaped w ith a 
loss which seems trifling, w hile in others 
apparently no m ore exposed there are b ut 
a few scattering buildings left. 
The same 
was tru e of th e villages, some strangely 
escaping 
while 
others 
were strangely 
destroyed. 
In 
some 
fields 
the 
grass­ 
roots, 
and 
it 
is 
said, 
th e 
soil 
itself, are burned so th a t it is impossi­ 
ble to tell w hether th e land was plowed 
or not, while in others near a t hand crops 
of grain are left in the shock untouched. 
A rem arkable thing in the story of the 
calam ity is the presence of m ind th at was 
everyw here shown. 
The people were ac­ 
custom ed to danger from fire, m any of 
them had been through the sindlar expe- 
pience of 1872. and there were few er lives 
lost th an m ight have been expected. There 
seems to have been but little panic and few 
threw th eir lives away. 
N early all sought 
to preserve them selves and property intel­ 
ligently, to have done the best th a t was 
possible and very m uch b etter than could 
have been expected. 
Dom estic anim als 
and fowls nearly all perished, and it is 
noted th at they died in groups each w ith 
its kind—rarely did cows, horses, or chick­ 
ens die alone, but all sought the com pan­ 
ionship of its kind. G reat num bers of birds 
and insects took th eir way to th e lake, 
and, overcome by the smoke no doubt, died 
and were found floating on tbe surface.— 
[Cor. Springfield R epublican.

A LAWYER’S STORY. 


‘11 never wonld convict a man on cir­ 
cum stantial evidence if I were a juror— 


n e v e r !" 
The speaker waa a distinguished crimi­ 
nal lawyer of nearly forty years’ active 
practice and whoso fame extended far be­ 
yond the limits of his own State. 
W e had been discussing a recent cause 
celebre, in which, upon purely circumstan­ 
tial evidence, a mau had been convicted of 
an atrocious murder, 
although many of 
those most familiar with the circumstances 
of the ca>:e entertained the grave3t doubts 
about the justice of hi3 conviction, and 
hail been swung off into eternity, protest­ 
ing his absolute innocence w ith his latest 
breath and calling upon God to send his 
soul stra ghtway to hell if he was not tell­ 
ing the truth. 
A s most of onr party were lawy ers the 
conversation, 
naturally enough, 
drifted 
into a discussion of the dangers arising 
from convicting accused persons, whose 
own months were closed, upon purely cir­ 
cum stantial evidence, in the absence of any 
direct and positive proof of guilt, and case 
after case was cited in which, after convic­ 
tion and execution, the entire innocence of 
the supposed culprits had been clearly 
demonstrated. 
Most of the laymen agreed 
w ith the 
distinguished 
lawyer 
whose 
very positive expression of opinion has 
been quoted, while the majority of the 
law yers contended, with toat earnestness 
for which lawyers are noted when advocat­ 
ing their own side of any question, that 
justice could never miscarry when careful 
judges guard against the possibility of un­ 
safe vtrdicts by refusing to permit a con­ 
viction except when every link in the chain 
of circumstantial evidence has been estab­ 
lished beyond doubt and the whole chain 
been mode so perfect and complete as to 
leave r.o room for any consistent hypothesis 
of innocence. 
“ The first murder case le v e r tried,” 
said one of them, “ was stranger than 
fiction, as you will admit, and is quite aB 
remarkable as any of the cases you have 
referred to where innocent men have been 
wrongfully convicted upon circumstantial 
evidence. 
It cught to have been reported 
as at) example of the unreliability of the 
direct and positive testim ony of eye w it­ 
nesses who tell what they believe to be the 
tru th.” 
H e then related the main points of what 
was certainly a most remarkable aad dra­ 
m atic trial, and which constitutes a fair 
off-set to some of the memorable cases 
to be found in every work on circumstan­ 
tial evidence. 
The narrative produced so 
strong an impression upon m y own mind 
that subsequently, with his consent, I put 
it into the following shape, having first 
carefully compared it with his notes of tes­ 
tim ony taken upon the trial of the case. 
It can’be relied upon a3 absolutely correct, 
with the exception that I have used ficti­ 
tious names, for reasons which w ill readily 
be appreciated when it is known that most 
of the . tors in the drama are still living. 
One winter evening about 8 o’clock, in 
the early days of the war, in the quiet lit- 
tie town of ----------, while patroling the 
streets so pick up stragglers from the camp 
on the outskirts of the town, Corporal Ju ­ 
lius Fry was shot and killed by one of 
three men of bad character, who were in 
company and upon terms of open enm ity 
w ith the soldiers. 
The men were arrested, 
com mitted to prison and brought to trial at 
the next term of the Court. 
Two of them 
were gamblers and desperadoes, and sup­ 
posed to have more than once bad their 
hands stained with human blood. 
The 
third, whom I shall call Short, though 
bearing an unviable reputation, was re­ 
garded as one unlikely to slay a fellow-man 
except under compulsion of circumstances. 
On account of the character of the men, 
and the trouble they had already brought 
upon quiet, law-abiding citizens, the senti­ 
m ent <’f the w hole community was strongly 
against them. 
In order to clearly understand the force 
of the testimony given upon the trial and 
the subsequent result, it is important to 
bear in nnud the physical peculiarities, 
dress and general appearance of each of the 
three prisoners. 
Short was a small mau of not more than 
five feet six inches in hight, slender, 
weighing scarcely 130 pounds, with bright, 
fiery-red l air aud side-whiskers, and, at 
the tim e of the murder, wore a white felt 
hat and an old light-blue army overcoat. 
ltyan was folly six feet in hight, of 
robust frame, w ith black hair and mus­ 
tache, dressed in dark clothes and wore a 
black D irby hat. 
Crey was a heavy, broad-shouldered 
man of medium hight, weighing fully 200 
pounds, with a full black beard reaching 
nearly to his waist. 
But as the evidence 
subsequently showed that he had not fired 
the first shot it is unnecessary to describe 
his appearance more minutely. 
Certainly it is difficult to imagine tw o 
men more unlike than bhorfc and Ryan or 
less liable to be m istaken for each other, 
even by strangers, much less by the:r ac­ 
quaintances. 
There was no possibility 
here for a case of mistaken identity. 
Short and 11'. an were tried together with 
their consent—Grey having asked for and 
obtained a separate trial— and each was 
defended by separate counsel. 
A fter the preliminary proof relating to 
the post mortem examination, the cause 
of death and the identification of the body 
of the deceased as the person named in the 
indictm ent, the commonwealth called as 
its first witness a woman, Mary Brown. 
She bore a bad reputation for chastity, but 
nobodyjquestioued her integrity of purpose 
to tell, reluctantly, it is true, the whole 
fcrnth. 
The prisoners were all her friends, 
and were constant visitors to the drinking 
saloon of which she was the proprietress. 
She was a woman of powerful physique, 
alm ost masculine frame, great force of 
character, and more than ordinary intelli­ 
gence. 
_ 
From her testim ony it appeared that a 
colored woman w ith whom she had some 
dispute had hit her on the head with a 
stone and ran, and the three prisoners, 
coming up at the moment, started with her 
up the street in pursuit of the fugitive. 
Although the night was dark there was 
snow on the ground, and a gas lamp near 
by gave sufficient light to enable one to 
recognize a person with ease some feet 
away. 
A fter running about a hundred 
yards the pursuers came to the corner of 
an alley and stopped under the gas lamp, 
being challenged by the deceased, who was 
in uniform, in company w ith one of his 
squad. 
She swore that when the Corporal 
called “ halt,” Short, whom she had known 
intimately for years, replied, “ Go toll—11,” 
and, while standing at her side, soihat their 
elbows were touching, both being imme­ 
diately under the gaslight, he pulled out 
a pistol, pointed it at the deceased, who 
was fourorfivh feet from him, and fired, and 


then ran down the alley, the deceased pur­ 
suing him. 
She heard four or five more 
shots fired, and immediately the deceased 
returned, wounded, and Short disappeared. 
W hile the shots were being fired she saw 
both Ryan and Grey standing at the cor­ 
ner some feet away from her, and after 
that they separated and she went home. 
It was also proved that this aliey was 
bounded on either side by high fences, diffi­ 
cult to climb, and led down to a stream of 
water about fifty feet wide and three or 
four feet deep. 
N o traces of footsteps 
were found in the snow except those of one 
man leading down into this stream, and it 
was evident that the person who had fired 
had not climbed either fence, but had 
waded through the stream and disappeared 
on the other side. 
The next witness was the soldier who 
stood close by the deceased when the first 
Ehot was fired and who, not knowing either 
of the prisoners, descreced the person who 
had fired and ran down the alley as the 
man with red hair and side-whiskers, 
dressed in a light-blue army overcoat and 
white soft hat, and upon being directed to 
look at the three prisoners immediately 
identified Short as the man whom he had 
seen do the shooting. 
The testim ony of these witnesses was in 
no wise shaken upon cross-examiuation. 
Then the sworn ante-mortem statement 
of the deceased, taken by a magistrate, 
was read to the jury. 
Ho said that he had 
known Short personally for some time, but 
had never any difficulty with him. 
Ha 
fully identified him as the man who had 
fired the first shot and then ran down the 
alley, tiring one shot after another until he 
fired the last and fatal shot almost in the 
face of the deceased. 
He also fully de­ 
scribed the clothing worn by Short as it 
had been described by the other witnesses. 
These were all the witnesses to the oc­ 
currence, except the prisoners themselves, 
and, of course, they could not be heard. 
The case against Short seemed to be as 
conclusively made out as though a score 
of witnesses had sworn that they ha l seen 
him do the shooting. 
Neither the Judge, 
the jury nor the spectators entertained the 
slightest doubt of his guilt, aud when the 
commonwealth, at this point, closed its case 
it seemed as though the fatal rope was 
already around his neck and his escape im­ 
possible. 
Ryan heaved a sigh of relief which was 
audible throughout the whole court room, 
for he was safe ; there was not one word of 
testimony against him, or any circumstance 
tending to show any previous arrangement 
or concert of action between him and 
Short. 
After a whispered consultation between 
the counsel for the defeuse, one of them 
rose and moved the Court to.direct the 
jury to return a verdict of “ not g u ilty ” 
as to Ryan, in order that he m ight be 
called as a witness for the other prisoner. 
This was resisted by the District Attorney, 
and, after lengthy and elaborate argu­ 
ments, the Court decided that it was 
bound to grant the motion, and according­ 
ly Ryan was declared “ not guilty,” and 
the verdict recorded. 
Then came a scene as dramatic to those 
present as anything ever witnessed on the 
stage. 
W ithout any opening sp.-ech by 
Snort’s counsel, Ryan, in obedience to a 
nod from his attorney, stepp3d out of the 
prisoners’ dock and into the witness-box, 
looked around the Court-room, took up the 
Bible arid was sworn to tell “ the truth, 
the whole truth and n o tin g but the truth.” 
Every head was bent forward, every ear 
wa3 on the alert, every eye fixed on the 
w itness—something startling was expected. 
W ould he attempt to show that Short had 
done the shooting in self-defense ? 
That 
seemed the only thing possible. 
But how 
could he be believed in the face of the posi­ 
tive testim ony of three witnesses, tw o of 
them living and in the Court-room, one of 
them dead—murdered ? 
Ryan stood for a moment looking down, 
and then slosVly lifting his eyes to the 
bench, in a silence in which the failing of a 
feather might have been heard, he said : 
“ May I ask the Court a question ?” 
The venerable Judge, evidently surprised 
at being interrogated, looked at hitu and 
said : “ Certainly, sir.” 
“ I understand that I am acquitted,” 
said Ryan, pausing a moment and than 
continuing: “ I want to know from the 
Court whether anything I may say now 
can ever be used against me in any way ?” 
W hat did he mean ? W hat need for that 
question ? 
Every one looked at his neigh­ 
bor inquiringly. 
Toe flushed face of the Judge showed 
that he, at least, understood what it meant 
— an attem pt to swear his guilty companion 
out of the hangman’s grasp. 
Then, in a 
tone of unmistakable indignation, came 
the answer : 
“ I am sorry to say, sir, that nothing 
you may say now can be used against y o u ; 
that is, on a trial for murder. 
You have 
been acquitted.” 
Ryan’s face grew pale and then red, and 
he said slowly and distinctly : 
“ It was I who fired all the shots—not 
Short.” 
Most of the faces in the Court-room wore 
looks of incredulity; some of indignation 
at the hardened wickedness of the man who 
had just been declared innocent, and who, 
by his own statement, was guilty of mur­ 
der, if he was not guilty of perjury. 
But, quietly and calmly, without a tre­ 
mor, as coolly as though he was describing 
some trivial occurrence which he had casu­ 
ally witnessed, Ryan went od, step by step, 
detailing all that had occurred, and when 
he had finished his story there was proba­ 
bly’ not a person present who was not fully 
convinced not only that Ryan had told the 
simple truth, but aDo that he had him self 
fired the fatal shot in self-defense, or, at 
least, under snch circumstances of danger 
as would have led any jury to acquit him. 
He detailed how he had fired the first 
shot from p. small single barreled pistol in 
the air without any purpose except to give 
his challenger a scare, and then ran down 
the alley, and upon being closely pursued 
by the deceased with sabre drawn and 
raised to strike, he was compelled to pull 
out a revolver and 
fire several shots 
towards his pursuer, who was rapidly gain­ 
ing on him, to him keep back ; and that when 
he had but one shot left he stumbled over 
a large stone and fell on his knees, and at 
this moment deceased struck at him with 
the Eaber. cutting him slightly in the cheek, 
and, 
being thus pressed, he aimed and 
fired the last shot, which subsequently 
proved fatal. 
He further told how, upon 
recovering his feet, he ran, waded through 
the stream, and finding that he had lost 
his hat when he fell, retraced his Bteps, 
recrossed the stream, found the hat and 
then went to a hotel, where he was seen 
by several witnesses to dry his wet clothing. 
Hi3 manner, his bearing and his story itself 
convinced his hearers that he was telling 
the truth. 
But so that nothing might be wanting if 
any doubt remained in the minds of the 
Judge or the jury, witnesses of undoubted 
varacity were called in who corroborated 
him as to the condition of his clothing 
and the cut on his cheek within fifteen 
minutes after the occurrence. 
Besides, it 
was shown that, although the man who had 
fired had waded through 
the stream, 
Short’s clothing was perfectly dry. 
It is unnecessary to say that Short was 
promptly acquitted and warmly congratu­ 
lated on’one of the narrowest escapes ever 
made by any’ man in a Court-room. 
N oth­ 
ing could have saved him had the Court re­ 
fused to direct the acquittal of Ryan and 
allow him to testify. 
The d<ceased corporal, the soldier and 
Mary Bowen were—mistaken. 
Tbat was 
all there was about it. 
So much for the occasional unreliability 
of the direct testimony of honest eye-wit­ 
nesses. 
And so much, also, for giving the accused 
an opportunity to be heard on the witness- 
stand, the denial of which by the law is 
one of the relics of barbarism which still 
disgrace its administration in some States 
at this late day.—[Philadelphia Times.

The most interesting a3 well as most 
popular of the inventions exposed in the 
Department Edison at the Electrical E x­ 
hibition is his telephone, which differs 
very much from others to be found through­ 
out the Exposition building. 
Instead of 
tubes being held to the operator’s ears, 
the 
person 
wishing 
to 
hear 
merely 
stands 
before 
a 
speaking 
trumpet, 
turning 
with 
his 
right 
hand 
a 
small wheel 
adjoining, 
while 
situated 
at his right side is a circular disc at the 
elev atiou of his head, and through which 
issue the sounds so loud and distinct that 
they’ can be heard throughout the entire 
room. 
The gentleman who speaks through 
this telephone is three rooms off, and yet 
when he saug, and particularly when he 
wh.stled, the audience turned around, ex­ 
pecting to find nirn hidden in some corner 
of the hall. This distinctness aud !oudt.ess 
of sound is explained a3 produced by the 
aid of a simple piece ®f chalk. 
The per­ 
son who speaks through the instrument 
ust3 his ordinary tone of voice, yet there is 
a manner of doing it which contributes 
more or less to the success of the operation, 
and so that the effect might prove a3 ad­ 
vantageous as possible, it is generally the 
same young gentleman who delights the 
audience with his improvisations. 


THE CURIOSITY OF THE PUBLIC 
Is such that his services day and evening 
are almost constantly in demand, and as 
subjects of conversation become more and 
more rare, he is induced to the recital of 
infantile rhymes such as, for instance, 
“ Mary had a little lamb,” or to the 
whistling of 
“ Yankee Doodle,” all of 
which make the English-speaking part of 
the audience smile, while the French listen 
with great gravity, supposing the words to 
refer to some scientific explanation. 
This 
young gentleman has been six years with 
Mr. Edison, working, he said, not only all 
day, but all night, and Sundays, too, he 
added in a low voice, as though afraid of 
being censured for his wickedntss. 
I then 
informed him that he could mention the 
fact in as loud a voice as he pleased in this 
coantiy, 
for 
Sunday 
was 
a 
day 
on 
which one did as he wished, w hich was, 
generally amusing 
himself, and 
I did 
not doubt that such work to Mr. Edison 
was play. 
“ Yes, it was,” he answered; 
“ he cared for nothing else but his work­ 
shops, and no one can imagine how inter­ 
esting and absorbing such work is.” 
That 
which seemed to me a charming operation 
was the transmission of the handwriting 
over any required space. 
I was asked to 
write something upon a piece of paper, 
such as is prepared for that purpose, and 
found it an excellent opportunity of ex­ 
pressing my admiration of Mr. Edison’s 
genius. 
I assisted at the operation of 
placing the paper on a horizontal cylinder, 
which was immediately put in motion, and 
then adjourning to the next room, I per­ 
ceived on a similar cylinder, also in mo­ 
tion, a piece of paper on which my words 
and the exact handwriting wa3 becoming 
visible, producing the characters from the 
top, so that the first upper half of the letters 
were first seen. 
Three copies were given 
to me, but as mauy could be obtained as 
one might desire. 
The electric pen proved 
a source 
of 
interest 
to 
all 
visitors, 
very probably because it was possible 
to come 
into 
possession of it in ex­ 
change for a certain number of dollars, 
which places it within the reach of moder­ 
ate purees. 
H is machine is not cumber­ 
some, for it can be placed upon quite a 
small table which would comfortably hold 
the entire apparatus. 
The pen anil pen­ 
holder are very little larger than ordinary 
ones, and besides are light and easy to 
write with, and the only difference re­ 
quired in penning the words is in holding 
the pen in a more vertical position and in 
bearing upon it rather heavily. 
W hen the 
paper is tilled out it is placed in a sort of 
box the size of large foolscap sheets, closed 
over other paper, and a roller run over the 
lid of th e box, which seems to absorb a 
kind of ink from the roller. 
It requires 
but a motion of the hand to produce

u d to five thousand, without the last being 
less distinct, as in the ease with engravings. 
There was a very pretty machine, such as 
is used to record the names of shares and 
the figures of the Stock Board when in 
session. 
By turning the hand of a dial 
placed upon a table, one causes the little 
machine beside him to mark on an inter­ 
minable slip of paper the letters and figures 
desired, 
which, 
as fast as printed, are 
shoved on by the machine. 
The mechan, 
ism is very delicate, and 
it is 
very 
interesting to perceive how intelligently the 
little machine moves internally from right 
to left and back again as a letter or 
figure is wanted. 
A movement of the 
dial produces spaces as well, so that the 
words are distinctly separated and the 
reading of them very easy and simple. 
This 
is but one part of the work, for while this 
machine is operating in the otockboard. 
room, similar machines, placed in the offi­ 
ces of merchants, brokers and others, are 
acting at the same time through electricity, 
producing only and exactly that which it 
produced in the atock-board, and thereby 
excluding any possibility 
of an error. 
The telephone has in part supplanted 
this invention, bat it is still preferred 
by stockbrokers. 
I was shown a small 
machine for telegraphing, and for which in­ 
vention Mr. Edison has been paid a hundred 
thousand dollars by a company, although 
they have never claimed it, as their object 
is to prevent its falling into the hands of 
others, which circumstance would prove 
financially disastrous to them. 
I noticed a 
very delicate machine, called a machine of 
precision, which seemed to be

It wa3 placed under a glass case, and 
even then e^ch jar of 
the table 
ap­ 
peared to affect its “ nerves.” 
In fact all 
Mr. Edison’s inventions arc graceful and del­ 
icate and seem the expression of a sensitive 
and delicate intellect. 
W hat is particu­ 
larly beautilul about them is the simplicity 
to which they are reduced, that while mar­ 
veling at the 
genius of this mau one 
wonders why it was no one had thought 
of 
them 
before. 
A ll 
these machines 
appeared to me so many young prodigies 
who were saying: “ W e shall y et be much 
more wonderful when we grow u p ;” and, 
in fact, they most likely are the A, B, 
C 
of 
a 
marvelous 
book 
which 
the 
genius of Mr. Edison ¡3 preparing for 
the perusal of humanity, the flowers of 
rich fruit to be harvested in the future. 
The Palais de l'lndustrie in the evening, 
in the midst of a fog and rain which day 
after day envelop us, appears from afar 
the pointon which the moon has descended, 
so brilliant is the surrounding atmosphere. 
The lamps held by the bronze statue which 
stands before the entrance illuminates the 
numerous avenues of trees around, which 
usually at that hour appear somber and 
mysterions, but the effect of a similar light 
has been witnessed on other occasions,, 
whereas that produced by the combined 
electric lights of the world as they shine 
through the glass dome of the building 
cannot be imagined. 
It Beems as though 
the electric current had pervaded the en­ 
tire population of Paris, for they throng 
the hall in numbers as great as during the 
most flourishing days of the Exposition, 
particularly in the evening, and although 
they are aware that the doors do not open 
until 8 o’clock, some hundred or more may 


be seen standing in a lice in the rain for 
one half hour waiting to enter. 


THE EFFECT AT NIGHT 
Is splendid. 
You forget the darkness and 
rain outside, and feel as though you were 
basking in the brilliant rays of the son. 
Tne names of the inventors of electric 
light is legion ; they seem to have sprung 
up like mushrooms ; yet although these 
lights are electric and would not be taken 
for anything th e, they differ from each 
other in intensity and color, and, after be­ 
coming accustomed to their brilliancy, this 
difference becomes striking. The Jablockoff 
light, in spite of the modifications and im­ 
provements wrought on it, still retains its 
bickering, unsteady flame, and its bluish 
tiut, 
which resembles 
moonlight more 
than any of the other lights. 
There are 
others reddish in tint and some of 
a 
deep yellow, while those white like the 
sunlight are very rare. 
I first began by 
writing the names of the different inventors, 
but soon found it to be an endless task, 
for there must be fifty at least enrolled on 
the different fiery globes. 
These globes 
differ in form and appearance also ; those 
of the Jablockoff light are thin, and of a 
rose color, to modify the bluish flume ; be­ 
sides, there is also seen within what is 
called glass wool— fine spun glass— which 
is exposed in one of the rooms upstairs, 
and is very beautiful to behold. 
The prin- 
plei on which this last light is formed pre­ 
vent it from ever becoming a steady light, 
but its strength and intensity render it 
well adapted for public thoroughfares. 
The light which is white iu color, more 
steady aud equally as intense, is that of 
Siemens /'reres, which has the honor of 
lighting all visitors into the main entrance 
aad through the hall. 


ONE OF THE LIGHTS 
W hich pleased me most is that of Debrun 
& Law, which is le3s intense but even 
more steady and more frank in color. 
It 
made me think of sunlight more than any 
of the others, and like the sun, refused to 
be gazed at. 
But that which I considered 
the most charming of all the lights was the 
Wedermann light, not very strong nor as 
imposing as the more brilliant ones, but 
possessed of an absolute steadiness aud a 
mellowness which pleases and rests the 
eye. 
It burns without the aid of any 
globe or covering aud seems to be the 
essence of the best electricity can, as yet, 
produce. 
Anxious to perceive the effect 
of Mr. Edison’s incandescent lamps I hast­ 
ened above stairs, where I found a compact 
crowd. 
People 
were 
standing 
around 
anxiously w-aiting for the machines to be 
put iu motion, or having once seen them 
stood gazing at them as though they ex­ 
pected them to speak. 
On entering the 
rooms it seemed as though I had stepped 
into a rich salon prepared for a grand 
soiree ; the walla were not only beautifully 
decorated with the tapystries which I have 
already described, but in the center of 
each room was an immense chandelier 
apparently filled with a thousand beau­ 
tiful wax caudles, 
that is, as 
to the 
light, 
for the 
la:np3 were 
formed of 
tiny, clear, white globes, underneath which 
burned a slender, wire-liko thread in the 
form of a half circle. 
Each little lamp of 
the chandelier possessed the force of six­ 
teen candles, while smaller lights in sta­ 
tionary lamps around the walls that of 
eight candles. 
This light was certainly in­ 
tended to supplant gas, for it possesses all 
the conveniences without any of the in­ 
conveniences ; it can be turned on aud off 
at will by a tw ist of a screw, as with gas. 
There is never any odor, and there is no 
danger of explosion. 
Should the small 
glass globe be broken, the oxygen entering 
would extinguish the light without causing 
any harm, and the globe is lifted out with­ 
out any unscrewing or unlocking, when it is 
replaced with as little trouble. 


THE LIGHT 
Is mellow in tone, and is as cheap as gas, 
and should gas become cheaper would 
rapidly follow in its footsteps. 
The ma­ 
chine used to mark the force of the light, 
and by which the exact amount of electri­ 
city required is obtained, is exceedingly 
interesting, and appears to the casual ob­ 
server to be a child’s toy of perfected 
electric cars. 
Two miniature rails are seen 
placed upon a high table, and at one end 
two candles, while at the other the electric 
lamp ; 
in the center of these, placed on 
wheels on the two rails, is a sort of half 
box, the two sides of which are mirrors, and 
advancing from where these are joined 
is a transparent gla3S having pasted on 
it some material in the form of a large 
white wafer. 
On the outer edge of the 
rails are figures, and the lamps chasing the 
machine over the rails, its force is marked 
on this scale, so that when it arrives at 
number sixteen the amount of pressure íb 
maintained. 
The machines to be laid at 
the corner of the streets to carry the pipes 
in 
three or 
four 
different 
directions, 
arc exposed upon a loDg table, where their 
internal workings can 
be examined at 
leisure. 
Your great surprise is to find 
them no small, for any ordinary person 
could carry one off under his arm. 
The 
pipes which are intended to ran into the 
house are not bigger than a baby’s wrist, 
and it really seems child’s play. 
It is on 
examining this machine that one perceives 
how little danger there is in the use of this 
system, for when the wires reach a certain 
heat a slight piece of wire used as oqe of 
the conductors is melted, and the connec­ 
tion immediately broken. 
The thread-like 
wire which is seen under the small clear 
glass globes is a piece of carbonized 


BAMBOO WOOD. 
Samples of this wood can be seen in all its 


different proportions, in its crude state, 
and from that all the different degrees of 
fineness until the delicate thread used is 
arrived at. 
I was told that Mr. Edison 
had met with great difficulty before coming 
across the bamboo, as he had previously tried 
every other wood found in all parts of the 
world. 
H e has now agents in China who 
furnish him with the bamboo, and likely 
before that is exhausted he will have dis­ 
covered something as simple and more 
convenient. 
A book is sho wn in this de­ 
partment composed of all the different 
pieces of paper on which Mr. Edison drew 
and scribbled wdiile seeking to bring into 
form his marvelous telephone ; there are 
all the different degrees of the machine 
before it reached perfection, accompanied 
with remarks of the inventor, who, by his 
condemnations or encouragement, seemed 
to be sitting in judgment on the workings 
of his own brain. 
That which amused the crowd the most 
was the phonograph. 
It happened on the 
evening I was there that one of the most 
distinguished of the tenors of the Grand 
Opera wa3 present, who graciously con­ 
sented to sing for the benefit of the au­ 
dience. 
H is voice sounded magnificently 
in the large hall, and the pleasure of those 
who heard him was testified by enthusi­ 
astic applause. 
Then all said “ H u sh !” 
and in a few seconds the voice and words 
came back as from the throat of an old 
lady who appeared to be ridiculing the 
singer, and then the walls resounded with 
the amused laughter of the audience.

It was on a recent “ blowy ” Sunday af 
ternoon that a little party of us might 
have been seen, as it seemed to me, in the 
suburbs of nowhere. 
Iu reality we were 
far out beyond the Mission Dolores, pierc­ 
ing the heart of what used to De known as 
Kensington, which the city has gathered 
unto itself these many years. 
A Kensing­ 
ton butcher shop and a Kensington drug 
store 
mark 
the 
spot, 
however, 
by 
loyally clinging to the old name. 
Bernal 
H ight upreared ahead of us, till we took a 
turu somewhere about Tvreuty-third or 
Twenty-fourth street, and then several 
buildings connected with each other, and 
all contained within a high inelosure, came 
to view, and proved to be our destination. 
Tne place had “ In stitu tion ” written upon 
it as plainly as every such place beam i t ; 
nobody can mistake 


A PUBLIC nOSPITAL, 
Asylum or school for other than it is. This 
one was the City and County Hospital, 
and I had been kindly allowed to accom­ 
pany a little party on its regular Svbbath 
afternoon visit, the party consisting of a 
lady, who from out her own busy days 
spares a few cheerful hours to the sick and 
the sorrowing, and a little handful of young 
girls whom she was striving to interest iu 
tiie same work. 
They carried a basket of 
flowers w ith them, aud such magazines and 
papers as they had. I wonder if our friends 
in the country have any idea of how much 
of such work is carried on here ? 
There 
are several bands of women, such as the 
Flower and Fruit Mission, who are known 
to our pubiic because their labors are so 
extensive, and to these are regularly sent 
contributions. Boxes of fruit come not only 
from the merchants and private individuals 
here, but from beyond the city ; jellies, 
jama and canned fruits meet a joyful wel­ 
come ; books aud the literature of the day 
are at premium. 
On receiving days, from 
across the bay, Oakland, Brooklyn, Fruit 
Yale, Alameda, San Rafael, aud up on the 
cars from Menlo Park anil San Mateo, 
come fragrant baskets filled with cut flow­ 
ers, as well as blossoms from our own gar­ 
dens, aud busy fingers form them iuto nose­ 
gays ; then the Visiting Committee dis­ 
tributes them. 
Thiuk what a little bunch 
of flowers would be to you, or a peach 
filled with the country sunshine, it you 
were sick, poor, forlorn and lonely. 
Some 
day I shall be glad to take my readers with 
me on a visit to th ejo u n g ladies of the 
Fruit and Flower Mission, but to day is 
devoted to an account of 


A PRIVATE MISSION, 
In which, and others like it, hundreds of 
ladies are engaged. 
Some go on certain 
days to read to patients or converse with 
them on cheerful topics ; some to drop the 
“ word in season,” which may take root 
and yield its many fold, and let me say 
that if ever yon have a day when you 
have that heaviness of spirit which is a 
morbidness born of 
having nothing to 
worry about, cure yourselt by a visit to 
the nearest hospital. 
You’ll never mourn 
over imaginary woes again while the mem­ 
ory of that visit lasts. 
As I entered the 
gates of our hospital and heard them clang 
hehiud me, the thought rushed upon me, 
W hat m ust it 
be tu come here sick 
and 
without 
friends? 
and 
I 
shud­ 
dered 
as 
I looked 
about me 
at the 
green lawn and the 
laurestina bushes, 
fur the grim building filled with wards and 
cots and suffering people was close before 
me. 
W e hurried thiough the long hall 
toward the little chapel at the end, from 
whence came the sound of singing, meeting 
patients in different stages ol cunvalescence 
on the way. 
One had his arm in a band­ 
age, another walked on crutches, and a 
woman carried a tray with a pot of tea and 
a plate of bread on it, as though taking it 
to a bedside. 
The chapel was well tilled 
with a congregation principally of men, 
who sat attentively about on the benches, 
but the benches were so hard and the walla 
seemed so cold and bare. 
The Rev. Mr. 
Yerrue, a Frenchman, conducted the ser­ 
vices, and the singing was all of familiar 
gospel hymns, the four parts being repre­ 
sented and floating clear and distinct along 
the hall outside and cut into the wards 
whose doors stood open. 
A few of the dif­ 
ferent churches take turns in sending sing­ 
ers, and these were from Rev. Mr. Barrows', 
coming once in a month. 
They were Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles S. Eaton, Miss Potwin 
(who played the organ), Mis3 Katie Ziff, 
Miss Clara Duncan, Mr. and Mrs. Noyes 
and some gentlemen I did not know. Mrs. 
Noyes is better known to some of my 
readers as Miss Louisa Raseke. 
A fter­ 
ward the singers went into the ward3, the 
occupants all being anxious to hear, look­ 
ing and listening with the greatest eager­ 
ness. 
On the second cot of the first ward 
we entered lay a little boy about three 
years old, and as I looked at him I knew 
that his face was marked with death. 
He 
turned his great blue eyes toward us, but 
they were 


h e a v e n ’s o w n , 
And had lost all reflection of earth. 
W e 
went away and came back again, and dur­ 
ing our absence some one had pinned a 
piece of netting over his face, and the flieB 
were clustering upon it. 
-His eyes were 
closed, brt he was not asleep ; he was just 
lying quiet and calm. 
Y et it seemed so 
pitiful that a little child like that should 
lie there drifting to his death w ith no one 
who loved him to watch, and I could not 
keep back my tears as I looked at him. 
“ You must not cry here,” whispered one of 
the ladies ; " these people are sad enough 
without your tears. 
Afterward I asked 
one of the patients about him. 
She called 
him “ Little A leck.” 
“ He was so bright 
and pretty when he first came, with long 
curls about his head, and he would play in 
his bed, aud laugh, and sing some nursery 
rhymes he knew ,” said the woman who lay 
next him. 
“ He has grown worse since, 
and they have cut off his hair, because it 
was so hard to take care of. 
H e never 
sings now, but lies there just as you see 
him, and he will not get well. 
Yes, he 
has a mother, but the last time she came 
she was drunk am? made such a scene that 
the doctors objected. 
H e has hip disease, 
resulting from a fall,” and the little boy 
died about a week after. 
W e went around 
from cot to cot, aud my lady friend talked 
with the patients and cbeered them as 
be3t she knew, sympathizing, encouraging 
and suggesting. 
To this one, a consump­ 
tive, she gave some jelly ; to another, an 
orange ; and the sick people took the little 
knot3 of flowers she had with pleasure. 
“ Sweet pea?” said one, “ Oh, how home­ 
like 1” aud she took the flowers, her fingers 
hovering over it and her eyes Bhiuiug as 
though

friend. 
Many 
others were there, on our errand, also. 
Two Sisters of Mercy made us a low 
obeisance as they passed, and w ent about 
with a basket distributing rosaries.

priest talked a moment at each cot and 
gave religious papers, though they were not 
all Catholic papers. 
“ Do you belong to 
any church ?” he asked a colored woman. 
" Yes ; the B aptist,” she answered, and 
he had a paper for her, too.

you about

H iv e I ? 
You see one unconsciously gets 


interested in certain patients. 
She used 
to be in the W oman’s 'and Children's H os­ 
pital, but being found incurable she was 
removed to this place.

young lady if she were well and strong, bnt 
she looks like a child of eight 6r ten. 
She 


is all drawn up and knotted and twisted 
with rheumatism and cannot even feed her­ 
self, bnt she smiles so radiantly when you 
come and lean over her. 
She was happy 
that day for ehe had a friend by her— 
Miss Conness, the daughter of John Con- 
ness, who in manner aud feature is one of 
the sw eetest young ladies in San Francisco. 
She visits the hospital regularly. 
The 
baby ward was full of new-born babie?, 
and some of taem looked about as smart 
as little kittens. 
The mothers seemed as 
proud and happy as other mothers, hut one 
pretty girl was without her baby, for she 
had given it away directly’. 
No one knew 
who she was, and Bhe was glad to be rid of 
it, for she was not married.

ENGLISH 
IGNORANCE 
OF 
AMERICAN 
AFFAIRS. 
While the death of President Garfield 
brought into strong relief the good feeling 
of our English cousins, it also emphasized 
the fact that English editors have not yet 
thought it necessary to master American 
affairs. 
They have- been in the habit of 
laughing at the proverbial ignorance of all 
foreign affairs exhibited by the French 
press, but it is scarcely an exaggeration to 
say that some of tho leading journals of 
London have recently displayed an ignor­ 
ance of American affairs quite as extraor­ 
dinary. For example, the London Daily 
News gravely informed its readers that 
President Arthur was objectionable be­ 
cause he never associated with any people 
but Fenians ! 
Another London journal 
declared that Arthur had been “ elected 
“ by the Irish vote,” whieh statement, con­ 
sidering that he was a Republican candi­ 
date, was phenomenally out of the way. 
Bat such blunders are found every day in 
the English papers, even in the Times. It 
will no longer do to say in excuse of these 
proofs of carelessness that America is not 
of sufficient consequence to be made the 
subjectof study. It is aho to be remembered 
that the writers ¡who make such amazing 
mistakes about the! United States take the 
utmost pains to he correct when they are 
discussing the affairs of Tunis or Tripoli, 
or some such insignificant part of the 
•world. The fact that the United States 
is inhabited by English-speaking people 
makes it easy enough to ascertain what is 
doing here, to Englishmen. The commer­ 
cial and financial importance of this coun­ 
try have become so great that it is neces­ 
sary for Englishmen to understand it. 
And yet the leading English journals know 
less about it than they do about Kam­ 
chatka, and though they do not scruple 
to discuss it at length, do so without tin- 
derstanding or adequate information. The 
American press is far better informed as 
to English affairs, and indeed as to Euro­ 
pean affairs generally. 
It is very rarely 
that one encounters, in an American 
paper, a blunder so flagrant as these Eng­ 
lish ones to which we have referred. It 
would appear that the English press Í3 
behind-hand in this respect, and that it 
muBt increase its stock of knowledge about 
¿he United States nnles3 it wishes to earn 
n reputation for ignorance second cnlv to 
that of Paris, 


MACHINE-MADE GREAT MEN. 
The historian of the present time will be 
obliged to find some explanation of the 
wonderful way in which “ great men” 
have been made in it, and he will find the 
task exceedingly difficult unless he has 
thoroughly saturated himself with the 
party literature and spirit of the age he is 
to describe. For it is one of the most re­ 
markable instances of the prevalence and 
force of popular illusions that in our gen­ 
eration many men have obtained national 
reputations for which, when the methods 
of scientific analysis are pursued, no foun’ 
dation in merit or achievement can be dis­ 
covered. We have in fact a class of meu 
called “ g r e a t w h o are sincerely believed 
to be great by a large proportion 6f the 
public ; yet who have in the whole course 
of their lives done nothing which can ac­ 
count for this popular fallacy in any ra­ 
tional way. The truth is that the great­ 
ness achieved by these men is altogether 
different from anything called or ac­ 
counted greatness before. There was a 
time when before a man could be called 
“ great ” he must have accomplished some 
large deed ; must have devised or secured 
the enactment of 
some wise aud 
beneficent measure ; must have advanced 
some important proposition; must have 
shown himself a great orator; must have 
identified himself with some profound 
principle : must have earned his reputation 
by distinguished deeds of some kind, either 
iu research, invention, illustration, or ad­ 
vocacy. It has, however, been left for tho 
United States to produce au entirely new 
class of “ great’’ men. These owe their 
elevation to no supremacy of brain, to no 
personal superiority of any kind. 
Their 
excellence, such as it is, depends al­ 
together upon an aptness for political and 
especially factional intrigue. Onco given 
the vantage ground of public patronage, 
and they are able to traffic aw ay all the 
offices so skillfully as to secure the alleg­ 
iance of those to whom they sell them. 
In this way they obtain the control of the 
venal elements in politics. 
They are 
looked to for orders and instructions by the 
more vulgar adventurers who are content 
with the small rewards of ward maneuvers. 
They are regarded as “ bosses ” by these 
small persons, who take care to trumpet 
their praises, and who indorse them as 
“ workers” and “ organizers.” 
It is to be observed that the only intel­ 
lectual requirement demanded for the 
manufacture of “ greatness ” of this kind 
is a sort of low cunning which our modern 
“ statesmen” of the “ machine” school 
share with the common fry of ward poli­ 
ticians. No capacity for the initiation 
of measures, for the appreciation of great 
principles, for the pursuit of high purposes, 
is required. All that is needed is the 
ability to keep weil in hand the wires 
whieh are to pull the various puppets of 
factional strategy, and a constant readiness 
to make whatever bargains and compro­ 
mises are called for. The main influence 
of the new class of “ great ” men is derived 
from a belief in what is called their “ loy­ 
alty.” They deal habitually witii the 
property of other people. All the rewards 
they distribute are filched from the 
national treasury. They pay their recruits 
aud supporters out of the public funds. 
And since it is so easy for them to keep 
their promises, seeing that fidelity costs 
them nothing, they take a pride in being 
considered “ loyal,” and base a special 
claim to being considered “ honorable” on 
this. The plain fact is they have sense 
enough to know that the men they use 
must be paid for their services, and that if 
they are not kept faith with they will 
desert. It is a matter of bargain and sale 
all round, but our “ great” men contrive 
to make out of this venal business a fresh 
evidence of their trausceudent deserts. 
But though it is easy enough to under­ 
stand why the mere instruments of these 
men are bound to them, it is far more diffi­ 
cult to account for the prevalence of a 
popular belief in their “ greatness.” And 
it is only by a dispassionate analysis of 
their real achievements that the extent of 
the public error in this regard can be per­ 
ceived. The means of analyzing this has 
just been furnished by F. '.V. Whitridge, 
who, in the current number of the Inter­ 
national Revino, has carefully dissected 
Mr. Conkling’a claims to “ greatness.” 
This inqniry is a thoroughly impartial and 
philosophical one. The writer has labori­ 
ously examined Mr. Conkling’s public 
record from the beginning until now. He 
has traced out all his votes, all his speeches, 
all his work in committees, ail his patty 
actions, all his public life, in fact. And 
he has ascertained that Mr. Conkling has 
really done almost literally nothing deserv­ 
ing to Ire recorded, much less to be ap­ 
plauded. He has been the author of no 
important measures. He has never made 
a single speech of consequence or value 
upon any large question. On the contrary, 
he has held aloof from all the most im­ 
portant questions .of thg times. 
On 
tariff, taxation, commerce, Chinese im­ 
migration, foreign relations, finance, he has 
been uniformly and strangely silent. On 
Southern politics, indeed, he has talked 
more than enough, but never exhibiting 
even there any more than the ordinary 
“ stalwart ” ability, or the ordinary “ stal­ 
w art” ideas. When financial questions 
were absorbing public attention, they had 
no interest for him. He has no position 
on any of the great issues which have been 
agitated during the past ten y¿ars. In 
the whole of his public life he has pro­ 
cured the passage of only three laws ; and 
of these, the first, which he drafted him­ 
self, was declared unconstitutional as soon 
as it came before the Courts, while the 
others were merely amendments to old 
laws. As a lawyer, Mr. Conkling has cut 
as poor a figure as in his “ statesman” 
role. His popular reputation at the bar is 
wholly unrecognized by the bar itself. He 
is only thought to be a good lawyer by 
people who know nothing of the law. He 
has never shown any forensic ability. Nor 
l.aa he ever shown the least literary talent. 
His oratory is turgid, tawdry, and by 
no means brilliant, and is very seldom 
exercised. 
This is what Mr. Whitridge 
has discovered as the result of his patient 
research into the actnal doings of Mr. 
Conkling. It is a curious and remarkable 
exhibit, as illastrating the manner in 
which “ machine ” greatness is made. 
The facts as detailed by Mr. Whitridge 
cannot be questioned. They are all taken 
directly from the record. They show that 
the reputation of Mr. Conkling, whatever 
it is, must after all rest entirely upon his 
skill as a rpRohin© manager. In effect he 
is tb

‘ness” and “ statesmanship” that sys­ 
tem is alone capable of producing. It can 
produce this, but if actual achievements 
of any other kind are demanded, the 
“ machine” will be at fault. Mr. Whit- 
ridge’s paper is calculated to indace reflec­ 
tion in the public mind. The considera­ 
tion mnst arise whether this kind of thing 
is after all the best possible production 
of American political institutions. It may 
also be questioned whether it can be en­ 
tirely safe to trust everything to a public 
judgment, which is so easily deceived, and 
whether, in fact, there is not serious danger 
where it is possible so to hoodwink the 
masses, and so to create false impres­ 
sions in them. 
But it would be very 
unjnst to lay the blame for this kind of 
deception upon the men who, like 
Mr. Conkling, avail themselves of the 
opportunities afford to them, and achieve 
machine “ greatness” so cheaply. They 
did not make the “ machine.” They 
found it in existence, and they have used 
it. If they had not done so, others would 
have. So long as the “ machine ” was 
there it was certain to be utilized. And 
so long a3 it is there it will continue to be 
employed ; if not by Mr. Conkling, then 
by others. If the people desire to sub­ 
stitute real for fictitious greatness and 
statesmanship, they must break the ma­ 
chine, and by so doing render it impossible 
for anyone hereafter to acquire a reputa­ 
tion without earning it. It is only when 
the qualities of energy, intellectual power, 
true patriotism, statesmanship, are re 
warded by the people directly, that they 
can exert the influence which is their 
due. To enable them to exert that in­ 
fluence the “ machine” must be destroyed, 
and the whole evil, paralyzing system of 
spoils be swept away. Then, but not till 
then, may we expect true merit aud great­ 
ness to assert themselves, and sham 
greatness to sink into its native insig­ 
nificance. 


PAPAL FLUCTUATIONS. 
The Pope having lost ground in France, 
and being in danger of losing more ground 
in Italy, seems just now to be on the way 
to remarkable gains in Germany, and this 
Is a very singular spectacle. In France 
there has been quite a feverish and spas­ 
modic outbreak of anti-clericalism, and it 
does not premise to be followed by a 
reaction as yet. 
In Italy the chronic 
growlinga of the pontiff, and his persistent 
insolence to the Italian Government, have 
put a formidable weapon in the hands of 
the radicals, who are clamoring more and 
more fiercely for the abrogation of the 
Papal Guaranties. The radicals are shrewd 
enough to realize that the Government 
cannot submit indefinitely to the defiance 
and abuse of a person who while living at 
Rome pretends not to be a subject of 
Italy, and that sooner or later the Govern­ 
ment will be forced by public opinion to 
demand that the Pope choose between ac­ 
ceptance of the terms offered liim, with a 
cessation of his abuse, or submission to 
the position of a subject. The Vatican 
cannot count upou French intervention 
any more, and it might have been 
thought that there remained no power in 
Europe at all likely to support papal pre­ 
tensions as against the Italian Govern­ 
ment and people. But suddenly the Pope 
appears to have found a friend—of all peo­ 
ple in the world—in Bismarck. 
The 
great Chancellor has in sober and humili­ 
ating truth, gone to Canossa. He has 
yielded to the Vatican without waiting for 
concessions on its part. He has allowed the 
Falk laws to be virtually abrogated. He 
has given way to the arrogant pretensions 
of Rome, without even asking any com­ 
pensation. And the Pope evidently thinks 
that even greater concessions are to be ex­ 
pected from Berlin. If we ask what this 
means, there is no other answer possible 
than that Bismarck has found the Ultra­ 
montane element too strong for him, and 
that in his anxiety to solidify the new em­ 
pire he is willing to accept some humilia­ 
tion. Whether his abandonment of the 
Falk laws will really serve his purpose is 
of course quite another question. We do 
not think it will, for the Protestant spirit 
is certainly quite as positive 
and 
determined as the Catholic, and it will 
not pardon this stultification. The Pope, 
however, apparently thinks that he can 
count upon German support in the imme­ 
diate future, and he is therefore by no 
means disposed to lower his tone toward 
the Italian Government. The latter has 
no inclination to quarrel with the Vatican, 
but it is in danger of being forced into a hos­ 
tile attitude by the radical party, which 
has an undeniably strong position on this 
point, and which is drawing to it the opin­ 
ions of the intelligent public more and 
more. The reliance of the Pope upon Ger­ 
many is quite probably unsafe, for Bismarck 
looks only to his own ends, and would throw 
over anybody if he had no more use for 
them. The change of the general situation 
is however a very serious one, and it indi­ 
cates the probability of some radical altera­ 
tions in the condition of the Papacy before 
the close of the present century. The 
Italian situation is at least quite certainly 
untenable as a permanence. 


THE 
PRESIDENT AND THE 
OFFICE- 
SEEKERS. 


THE HYDRAULIC MINERS AND THE LAW, 


A dispatch from Washington states that 
President Arthur has thus far resolutely 
refused to make any appointmants to office, 
and has expressed the opinion that subordi­ 
nate positions under the Government should 
be filled by the heads of departments. There 
is a strong savor of genuine civil-service 
reform in this statement, and if President 
Arthur can only adhere to his present 
determination he may make even a more 
ausp cious entrance into his administration 
than his lamented predecessor did. In­ 
deed the new President may learn a very 
important lesson from the few months of 
President Garfield’s term. The latter was, 
as is now well known, terribly harassed 
by the importunate horde of office-seekers, 
and his very kindliness of heart entailed 
upon him greater trials, because he could 
not bring himself to be hard with those 
who came to him. Had he made np his 
mind at the outset to listen to no applica­ 
tions of this kind, and had he fortified him­ 
self by placing all subordinate appoint­ 
ments iu the hands of the chiefs of the 
departments, he would have spared him­ 
self much vexation beyond a doubt. This 
President Arthur is now in a position to 
do, however, and if he does it, and stands 
to it, no matter what outcry is raised 
among the office-seekers, he will have 
given civil-service reform the most practi­ 
cal and powerful impetus it has yet had 
outside of the New York Custom House 
and Postoffice. 


The R ecord-U nion has exerted itself to 
the utmost to secure an amicable and sat­ 
isfactory settlement between the farmers 
and the miners. When the adjustment of 
the controversy by methods which would 
have protected both interests was rendered 
impracticable by the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court on the Drainage Act, this 
journal advocated a prompt adjudication 
of the issue in the Courts, as the best 
course still remaining open. U p to that 
stage both partieR had been proceeding 
with due respect to the law, but now the 
miners have put themselves openly in the 
wrong by defying the processes of the 
Courts,' and they must take the conse­ 
quences. The R ecord-U nion was pre­ 
pared to mediate between the contending 
parties as far a3 possible, perceiving clearly 
that the best interests of the State de­ 
manded a peaceable solution of this difficult 
problem, and being desirous of saving from 
ruiu all industries wbich contributed to the 
prosperity of the body politic. But this 
journal cannot defend or excuse lawless-’ 
ness. Obedience to the law is one of the 
main pillars of civilization, and it can never 
be a valid excuse for disobedience that the 
law would work injury to the citizen. We 
freely admit and fully recognize the hard­ 
ship of the position in which the miners 
are placed. We have done all in our power 
to render the resort to litigation needless. 
But that policy having failed, and the 
Courts having been resorted to, there re 
mains notliiug but to abide by their action 
loyally, and this obligation is wholly inde­ 
pendent of whatever the cost of submis­ 
sion may be. 
There is no defense or justification pos­ 
sible for the violation of the injunctions 
which have been placed upon the miners, 
nor can there be any escape from the re­ 
sponsibility for this deliberate breach of 
the law. The very men who are account­ 
able for this wrong-doing owe their present 
possessions to the deep-seated reverence for 
law which during long years of injury and 
loss has kept the people of the valley from 
having recourse to lawless methods for 
their own relief aud protection. 
The 
farmers have been slow to anger and very 
patient in this matter. Profoundly con­ 
vinced, and on the strongest grounds con­ 
ceivable, that they had the right on their 
side, they have nevertheless acted through­ 
out with the moderation and good sense 
which are among the most valuable re­ 
sults of American institutions and ways of 
thought. Suffering damage which might 
have exasperated men less firmly grounded 
in respect for the law to violence, they 
have welcomed compromises, accepted one 
proposition after another, aud all the time 
borne the evils of the situation, until the 
controversy was narrowed down to an issue 
in the Courts. They, who had the most 
reason for impatience, have exhibited 
the most conspicuous patience. It would 
have been better for the miners had they 
patterned after the example of their op­ 
ponents. 
It will never do to admit, under any cir­ 
cumstances, that citizens can be justified 
in deciding for themselves what laws they 
will obey. The freedom of the citizen 
embraces no such right as this. That freedom 
is curtailed and circumscribed by every 
delegated power bestowed under the con­ 
stitution, and those who vote the power 
of making laws for themselves to others, 
thereby vote their submission to the laws 
when made. Nor is there any law for 
the protection and advantage of the com­ 
munity which may not at some time 
operate injuriously to individuals. The 
necessity of obedience to the law, not be­ 
cause it is beneficial, but because it is the 
law, must be recognized constantly. And 
if the miners by the employment of any 
sophistry can persuade themselves that it 
is allowable for them to break the law, it 
is clear that the farmers, by pursuing the 
same kind of reasoning, may as easily con­ 
vince themselves that they possess a 
similar right. Thus it might be said that 
only respect for law had hitherto hindered 
the farmers from stopping the hydraulic 
mines by force. And if the law is to be 
abrogated by the miDers in their interest, 
it may as plausibly be abrogated by the 
farmers in their interest. In short, it is 
perfectly evident that from the first act of 
deliberate lawlessness to general anarchy, 
is but a step. 
We cannot regard as even serious, much 
less as relevant, the statements .of the 
Nevada county journals concerning the dis­ 
tress of the working miners. That distress 
we sincerely pity, and would relieve if we 
were able ; but it has no connection with 
the real issue before us. The law cannot 
be set aside in any other way than by the 
constitutional methods. No matter what 
its effects it must he submitted to so long 
as it remains on the statute books. Nor 
can the State tolerate any persistent and 
willful violation of law. In can by no 
possibility permit the miners to defy the 
Courts. It has no option in the premises, 
since defiance of the law is literally war 
upon the State. And in such a case all 
good citizens, whatever their sympathies 
may be, and whatever their interests," 
must unite in upholding and vindicating 
that law upon which ordered eociety, with 
all its benefits and immunities, chiefly rests. 
There can be no hesitation as to where 
this journal will take its place in such a 
conjuncture. It is for the law and against 
the law-breakers. And this will be the 
attitude of the community at large. The 
miners have in truth taken an utterly un­ 
tenable course. They have forced an issue 
which can by no possibility be decided in 
their favor. Either they or the State must 
yield, and assuredly it will not be the State. 
If they retain any sagacity they will 
lose no time in reconsidering their latest 
move. Unless they do, they must expect 
to precipitate their own ruin. Let them 
be as stubborn as they may they are not 
as strong as the whole State, and the 
power of the whole State will be put forth 
to reduce them to submission. Perhaps 
some of them think that they can venture 
to resist the forces of the State. But after 
the forces of the State are exhausted the 
forces of the United States remain to be 
called upon. In truth, the attitude of the 
miners is not sane. There is no outcome 
for them but disaster. They have com­ 
mitted a blunder which is also a crime, 
and they must be very foolish if they 
think that it is possible to persist in their 
present conrse. 
Submission at once is 
their only recourse. Obstinate defiance of 
the law will certainly cost them very 
much more in the end than they can 
possibly lose by the enforced cessation of 
íheir mining operations pending judicial 
action. 


CONGRESS AND MRS. GARFIELD. 
An Eastern contemporary observes thit 
Congress will no doubt do for Mrs. Gar­ 
field what it did for Mrs. Lincoln. We 
sincerely hope that Congress will do very 
much better than that, for never was the 
ingratitude of republics displayed in a more 
repulsive form than in the treatment of 
Lincoln’s widow by the national legislature. 
It gave her her martyred husband’s salary 
for the year in which he was killed ; it 
conferred upon her the trumpery privilege 
of having her mail matter carried free; 
and live years after Lincoln’s death it rose 
to the height of magnanimity evidenced in 
the bestowal upon her of a pension of 
S3,000 a year. That is what Congress did 
for the widow of Abraham Lincoln. Let 
us hope it will prove itself a more worthy 
representative of a great and generous 
people in its treatment of the widow of 
James Garfield. And the need for help is 
very much greater in this case than in that. 
The expenses of President Garfield’s lin­ 
gering illness will be very great. His 
private Secretary, Mr. 
Brown, 
has 
estimated 
that 
the 
doctor’s 
bills 
alone will reach §250,000. 
This may 
be an over-estimate, but it is certain that 
the cost of tho medical attendance will 
be far greater than the estate of the late 
President can meet. And of eourse there 
ought to be no question of the kind raised. 
The expense is one which belongs to the 
nation. The President was assassinated 
while on duty. He wa3 murdered because 
he was the President. Whatever cost his 
death wound entailed must rightly fall 
upon the country, and not upon his family. 
The country ought also to insist that Mrs. 
Garfuld be suitably provided for by Con­ 
gress. A pension of §3,000 a year is not 
a suitable provision, and the precedent of 
Mrs. Lincoln should only be named to be 
avoided. Parsimony in such a matter is 
a national disgrace. Of course Mrs. Gar­ 
field ought to have the President’s full 
salary for the current year, but that should 
only be the first step in providing for her. 
The nation can well afford to make the 
remainder of her life even affluent. It can 
never restore to her, do what it will, the 
happiness of which she has been bereft 
through her husband’s murder. 


MORE ICONOCLASM, 
And now another attempt is being made 
to create the impression that Joan of Arc 
was not burned at Rouen, but that she 
lived happily, as a married woman and the 
mother of a family, many years afterwards. 
The testimony for this theory is the same 
as was advanced at the beginning of the 
century. It consists in alleged ancient 
records showing the payment of certain 
moneys to Joan of Arc by a municipal cor­ 
poration, several years after the date of 
her supposed death. There is also a letter 
to her written long after the date of the 
execution. The believers in the new view 
claim for it the strong corroboration due 
to the fact that the alleged evidence was 
discovered in three widely separated 
places, and therefore could not be forged. 
On the other hand it must be remembered 
that the trial of Joan of Arc lasted 
three montli3 : that several hundreds 
of persons who 
were present 
both 
there and at the execution were in­ 
timately acquainted with her face ; and 
that no question 
as to the fact of her 
death arose until she had been dead 
many years. 
It 
must also be borne 
in mind that similar stories have been told 
of scores of famous personages. The 
weight of probability and evidence, in 
fact, arc very decidedly on the side of 
the historical account, and the attempt to 
overthrow that account must be regarded 
as a failure. Not so, however, the assault 
upon the memory of Pocahontas. " Unfor­ 
tunately for the romance of tradition there 
seems little reason to doubt that the real 
Pocahontas was a squaw of anything but 
good reputation, who had been hanging 
about a frontier fort, as dissolute squaws 
will, and concerning whom Captain Smith 
deliberately aud wickedly invented all 
the poetical episodes. We apprehend that 
in this case the traditional account will 
have to go to the wall, and that the ugly 
but probable new version will have to 
be substituted for it. 
In short, “ true 
“ it is, and pity ’tis 'tia true.” 


THE WHITS HOUSE. 
It appears impossible to doubt that there 
has been systematic jobbery and robbery 
about the furnishing and repairs of the 
White House for at least twenty years. 
Daring that period Congress has voted 
something like §400,000 for these purposes, 
and every year during the past ten years 
there has been au appropriation of from 
§20,000 to §30,000. Yet when President 
Garfield entered office it was said that 
moat of the furniture in the White House 
was ten years old, and before the President 
could begin to carry on housekeeping at 
all he was obliged to buy china diuner and 
tea services, and even napkins. These facts 
iudicate the existence of peculation on a 
large scale, and it is evident that the 
tradesmen who have been supplying furni­ 
ture and other things for the Executive 
Mansion have been in league with the offi­ 
cial thieves. The history of the White 
House, indeed, is thoroughly disgraceful to 
those who have had charge of the repairs 
and general maintenance of the establish­ 
ment. Not only has stealing been the order 
of the day for a generation at least, but 
general neglect of comfort and hygienic 
requirements has been perpetrated. It is 
reported that the plumbing of the building 
is so defective that it is not fit to be inhab­ 
ited, while the latest assertion about the 
place is to the effect that the furniture, 
which has been in position ten years, yet 
has cost the country at least §200,000, is 
“ full of vermin.” This is certainly a 
nice hearing from the Presidential Man­ 
sion. The people, as a matter of course, 
desire that their President should be hand­ 
somely housed and provided for ; but they 
have a right to insist that the money set 
apart for these purposes shall be expended 
fathfully, and while it it is necessary to 
repair the dilapidated bnilding again now, 
Congress will do well to inquire into the 
expenditure of preceding appropriations. 


THE NEW YORK CONVENTION. 
The New YorkConvention has culminated 
in a pronounced defeat of the “ machine” 
men, and consequently of Mr. Conkling. 
It was qnite impossible to conceal the sig­ 
nificance of this result, though it deserves 
to be noted that the anti-machine dele­ 
gates used their strikng victory very 
moderately and magnanimously. In fact 
they could not have “ eased down” their 
opponents more considerately, and if the 


latter should now rebel it must be without 
any justification. It remains to be seen 
whether the Republican party in the State 
is to be helped or hurt by this event. Just 
now it is being said that Conkling will do 
his best to beat the party that refuses to 
admit him as its dictator. There would 
be nothing surprising or even novel in 
that, but it is fair to S3y that it is the 
Democratic papers which are saying it, 
and therefore it may not represent actual 
facts. One thing is qnite clear, however, 
and that is that the Republican party in 
New York is tired of Mr. Conkling’s rule, 
and desires to be rid of it. The character 
of the State ticket selected shows that 
there was no purpose to humiliate the 
“ machine” men, for their preferences 
have been fully consulted. They have in 
fact been accorded much more than they 
had any right to expect, and they ought 
to be content with the situation, whether 
they are or not.

RUSSIAN CORRUPTION. 
A defalcation amounting to sixty millions 
of roubles is reported to have been dis­ 
covered in the Russian Government. The 
official supposed to be responsible for this 
colossal theft is the lata Court Stew rd, 
Baron Kuster. He had been removed, and 
it was only then that the deficiency was 
exposed. Whether anything will be done 
about it is somewhat doubtful. The Czars 
have long been fully aware that the utmost 
corruption prevailed in all the departments 
of government, but nona of them, not even 
the stem and peremptory Nicholas, has 
succeeded in breaking up this systematic 
robbery. During the last war with Turkey 
the most gigantic swindles were discovered 
in the army commissariat, bat when the 
Czar undertook to push the inqniry he 
was shocked to find that one of the Grand 
Dukes was deeply involved in the whole­ 
sale swindles that had been perpetrated. 
The fact is that the Russian nobles in the 
army and the government are all liable 
to the same impeachment, and there is 
ground for the suspicion that more than 
one Czar has owed his death to a too deter­ 
mined effort at the extirpation of this 
general corruption. The probability is that 
the late Court Steward wa3 not alone in 
his robberies, and that a rigorous inquiry 
into the case would develop so many rami­ 
fications involving high officials that it 
would not be safe to push it too far. At 
this moment also the Czar evidently suffers 
from apprehensions of more serious evils 
than official corruption. Judging from 
the extent of the preparations at St. 
Petersburg, either a descent upon the 
Nihilists is contemplated, or an attack by 
them is feared. It is very evident that 
the new Third Section has not yet suc­ 
ceeded in making the Emperor feel safe, 
and no matter what scandals in official 
circles may come to the surface, the time 
is unpropitious for the display of imperial 
rigor towards aristocratic delinquents. 
A TELLING COMPARISON. 
The Australian colonies, Victoria and 
New South Wales, have agreed to differ 
in their fiscal policy. Victoria is Protec­ 
tionist, and New South Walea is Free 
Trade. Side by side they have worked 
out their experiment, and now Mr. Baden 
Powell has been compiling the statistics 
of both colonies for the instruction of the 
British Association. 
The result of the 
comparison is highly significant. 
The 
customs revenue has increased greatly under 
the New South Wales low tariff, and has 
barely maintained itself under the Vic­ 
toria high tariff. 
In the Free Trade 
colony the ratio of capital is far larger 
than in the 
other. 
The 
general 
prosperity is also considerably higher 
in New South Wales than in its neighbor, 
the growth of trade and population prom­ 
ising to eclipse the Protectionist colony 
altogether in a few years. Here we have 
a very fair and equal experiment. These 
colonies started under precisely the same 
conditions in all respects. The one that 
tried Protection failed. The one that tried 
Free Trade has prospered. The case is 
one which amounts to a very solid argu­ 
ment, and it is impossible to see how the 
Protectionists can explain it away. 


A STATE MONUMENT TO GARFIELD. 
Our contemporary the Gridley Iltrahl 
thinks that if a monument to President 
Garfield is to be erected by subscription, 
the best way would be to place it in the 
Capitol grounds at Sacramento, and make 
the fund a common one for that purpose. 
The Herald observes that a monument 
fund is being collected in Tehama county, 
and that if every county wants its own 
monument the result will be a general fail­ 
ure to do anything worthy of the occasion, 
whereas if the monument is contributed 
to by all the State, and erected here, it 
will be possible to procure a handsome 
memorial. There is sound judgment in 
the suggestion of our contemporary, though 
we fear many other esteemed contemporaries 
will demur to the location of the monu­ 
ment at Sacramento. It is true that the 
capital of the State is the most proper and 
natural place for such a structure, but 
this is an age of competition. 


CONFUSION AMONG THE TROOPS. 
Judging from the dispatches there ap­ 
pears to be a want of head in military mat­ 
ters on this coast just at present. A com­ 
mand was sent off on the Southern Pacific, 
for the scene of the Apache war, and on 
reaching its supposed destination on the 
railroad found no provision made for its 
further transportation, and while awaiting 
fresh orders was deluged with contra­ 
dictory instructions from two or three 
different quarters. It was impossible to 
find out who wa3 in command, and who 
was to be obeyed, and these troops may 
be wandering about in the desert for no­ 
body knows how long before they ascertain 
where they are to go. This is the more to 
be regretted, a3 there seems to be plenty of 
work for all the troops that can be sent to 
Arizona at the present moment. 
PERHAPS THE BEST W iY. 
Mr3. Garfield has requested Dr. Boyn­ 
ton not to pursue his intention of car­ 
rying the autopsy war any further. 
She expresses herself as convinced that 
the President could not have recovered 
from his wound, and therefore this con­ 
flict over his grave distresses her. In the 
interest of science it may be necessary to 
examine the case more thoroughly than 
has yet been done, but it is not requisite 
that a public controversy concerning it 
should be carried on. The outcome, how­ 
ever brought about, cannot be altered, and 
that is the most material consideration for 
the country. 


THE “ FAIR TRADE” HUMBUG. 
Mr. J. S. Moore, in a series of letters to 
the New York Eveniny Poet, has pretty 
effectually pricked the bladder of the new 
“ Fair Trade” movement in England. 
That movement wa3 based upon the as­ 
sumption that English commerce had been 
declining under Free Trade, aud that 
American commerce had been gaining un­ 
der Protection. Now Mr. Moore shows by 
facts and figures that these assumptions are 
untrue, and that in fact English commerce 
has not been declining, and American 
commerce has not been increasing. For 
example, the “ Fair Trade ” agitators 
have been 
asserting that American 
woolen manufactures wore competing 
successfully in the English markets, and 
supplanting English goods in foreign mar­ 
kets. Whereupon Mr. Moore shows that 
the total export of woolen manufactures 
of the United States in 1880 amounted 
to just §210,5S7, or, as he says, an 
amount which “ any single respectable 
“ house in England importing woolen 
“ goods would hardly consider much of 
“ an export in one year.” 
Of this 
amount the quantity which found its way 
to England was jnst §3,701. It was to 
this extent that American manufactures 
competed with England on their own ground. 
We exported to Australia the same year 
the great amount of §47 worth of woolen 
goods. To the West Indies we sent §2,151. 
To Mexico we exported §12,091. To China 
we sent §2,705 of woolens. We sold Can­ 
ada §95,777 worth. This is the extent to 
which we competed with John Ball abroad. 
Now let us see how John Bull competed 
with us at home. We were compelled to 
import last year no less than §33,615,877 
worth of woolen manufactures, of which 
amount England contributed §18,825,215. 
So it appears that while England sent us 
nearly nineteen million dollars’ worth of 
woolen manufactures, we retaliated by 
sending her §3,791 worth of the same kind 
of goods. It is against such facts as these 
that the “ FairTrade” agitators are trying 
to effect something. 
The statistics aro 
decidedly too much for them. 


ARCTIC RESEARCHES. 
At intervals vessels arrive from the 
Arctic with vague reports about stories of 
wrecks derived from the natives, but so 
far it has been impossible to form any 
definite conclusions from these rumors. 
A brass kettle, discovered in the possession 
of au Esquimaux, is the last sensation, 
and upon it has been based a conjecture as 
to the fate of the Jeannette. Of coarse 
the discovery of this brass kettle Í3 a mere 
blind indication, which may mean any­ 
thing or nothing. It is, however, becom­ 
ing somewhat discouraging that no news 
whatever is heard of the Jeannette. No 
matter where she may have gone, some 
intelligence of her ought by this time to 
have come to hand, but since she entered 
the ios she has apparently left no traces, 
or she has not come into contact with any 
of the natives who have since been encoun­ 
tered by other vessels. It may not be 
time to give up hope of her return, but it 
is certainly reasonable to entertain fears 
concerning her. 


EXAMINE YOUR THERMOMETER. 
It seems that of late, for some inexplicable 
reason, a general fatality has existed among 
thermometers in this city. Whether this is 
due to the condition of the ez ine permeating 
the atmosphere in this section, or to the high 
pressure at which the “ Big Four” in the 
Board of Supervisors are running np the 
price tor attorney fees and rate of taxation, 
or from other cause, has not yet been deter­ 
mined. There is no rubbing out the fact, 
however, that thermometers of lata in this 
city have been a very uncertain artic.’e, and 
just when the proprietor of one of ¿hese 
luxuries seeks to cool off or get wajm 
by examining the cendition of tho mercur» 
it is invariably fuUEd tbat the “ machine'’ i» 
broken aud worthless. A prominent liqnor 
merchant on Second street, who has recently 
lost thiee or four from breakage, and de­ 
clared ho would never purchase another until 
the decrees of the fates were changed, was 
finally prevailed upon a few days since by a 
smooth-tongued 
canvasser to purchase 
one of his extra-large “ can’t break 
'am 
variety.” 
The 
same 
canvasser 
also dispose! of 
one on the opp. - 
site side of the street, and another to a ven­ 
der of liquid refreshments on J street, who 
is frequently, as a matter of convenience, 
called ’‘Captain.” The purchases had been 
made a few days since, wheD the one on .1 
street met with a fatal mishap, which left it 
in a wrecked condition. Taking the damaged 
weather gauge under his ulster, the Captain 
visited the Second-street merchant’s estab­ 
lishment at a time of day when be is 
most conspicuously 
absent, 
and, 
by 
some piecs of legerdemain, succeeded 
iu carrying away a whale thermometer, and 
left the ba'tered one in its place, carefully 
hungup, in the Second street office. Now 
the calamitous futility of late among ther­ 
mometers had led this particular merchant 
to hang the new instrument on a very high 
nail, and in a very safe place, and when on 
that afternoon the proprietor got up on a 
deok-stool to take an observation as to the 
state of the weather and prospects of trade, 
there was all at once a discovery made, and 
marked changes of visage, and a tremulous 
shiver ran along the spinal region of the ob­ 
server, as he half-superstiliously contemplated 
whether there was really some “ evil imma- 
terialized presence,” which had decreed 
against further 
measurement of heat, 
and cold, 
aud weather 
prognostica­ 
tions. 
Ha was unable, hotvtver, to 
control his disgnst for the last piece of bad 
luck which again sent him adrift into the 
uncertainties of weather-guessing, and, rais­ 
ing the window, he chucked the unfortunate 
J-street thermometer weil out into the street, 
and in a positive manner demanded to know 
who had broken it, and declaring that another 
thermometer should never enter the estab­ 
lishment. No one responded to the inquiry, 
but one of the employes went out aud ten­ 
derly took the cast-away instrument into the 
office again. The next day iu seme manner 
this same broken thermometer found its way 
across Second street, and was quietly ex­ 
changed for the whole one that the neighbor 
had. The neighbor thus swindled has just 
ascertained that the evil genius has beset his 
thermometer, aud is making ©very effort to 
ascertain which one of his employes or other 
person broke his fine instrument, and is in a 
wnite-heat fighting condition. 
Meantime 
the merchant across the way and the Cap­ 
tain are both observing and enjoying the 
weather complacently, and while each one of 
the three have suffered from the decrees of 
the fates in their turn, there is but one of 
them that just now thinks the devil is after 
him.

THE OLD AND THE NEW ADMINISTRA­ 
TION AT THE CAPITAL. 


Something About President Arthur His 
Family—Speculation—Executive 
Besldence—Cabinet. 


W ashington, September 29,1S81. 
California seems nearer than ever to the 
older sisterhood of States by her share in 
tbe bereavement of our Federal head. 
When the blow fell I, for one, remembered 
the many friends I once knew there, and 
wondered just where each one wa3 when 
the news came, and what was said by each, 
and what form the general mourning would 
take. 
I cannot know where my distant 
friends ali were, but I can tell them through 
your columns where your correspondent 
was when the cataclysm came. I was a 
guest at the country seat of Hon. John H. 
Starin, in Montgomery county, N. Y., a 
stately home that is called the “ Gem of 
the Mohawk Valley’.” Mr. Starin, whose 
business lies in New York harbor—where 
he is more commonly known as “Commo­ 
dore” Starin, from his large interest in 
shipping and transportation—was, during 
his four years in Congress (which ended 
last March), the occupant of a seat adjoin­ 
ing General Garfield's, aDd was his warm 
personal friend. Last fall he gave £30,000 
to the campaign in his State, after first de­ 
clining peremptorily a renomination to 
Congress! Only the ladies of his family 
were at home during my late visit, and we 
did not hear of the President’s death tili 
Tuesday morning at breakfast, when it was 
telephoned from the village near by. The 
point on which least ha3 been said, but of 
which I have speculated the most during 
these weeks of 
WEARING SUSPENSE, 
Is “ W hat were the thoughts of the 
President as he lay slowly wasting unto 
d e a t h Never before, it would seem, 
had a man so much to live for. 
But 
he was a philosopher, and, too, he had 
a soldier’? heart. 
I remember once of 
asking him, during a long talk upon 
the railroad cars journeying from Cleve­ 
land to Columbus, if he thought when 
he enlisted that he would come out of the 
war alive. He said, slowly and gravely, 
“ I gave myself fully up to my country 
and God for life or for death. I said to 
myself, ‘ If I come out with enough of my 
body left to keep the breath of life in it, I 
shall consider that as just so much of my 
offering given back tom e.’” Iam sorry 
that the President’s intimate friends 
were so kept away from him in his 
illness. A great many Beed-thoughts 
were 
thu3 
lost 
to the 
world. 
If we reflect that his brother and his two 
sisters, those with whom he had “ played 
beneath the same green tree,” his beloved 
mother, and his ardent, fraternal young 
pastor, were never bidden to bis side—that 
he saw only ¿our members of bis Cabinet 
during the entire time, and them only 
once each ; only three of his children at 
all, and two of those three only once or 
twice each ; but the conclave of physicians 
many times a day, and the sou of Dr. 
Bliss, a constant satellite at his father’s 
elbow, ostensibly as an assistant, we can 
bat feel that “ the nation’s patient” was 
not dealt with in the nation’s common 
sense way. Once during his illness, when 
asked what he thought be could eat, he 
replied heartily, “One of sister Mary’s good 
dinners.” That sister is Mrs. Lirrabee, of 
Soion; the other, Mehitable, or “ H itty,” 
i-s Mrs. Trowbridge. Thomas Garfield, 
th dr elder brother, is a plain, substantial 
farmer near Grand Hapids, Mich. He has 
several children, including a son named 
James Abram, for his uncle. Not to seem 
too resolutely a “ dweller among the 
tombs,” let me talk to you of 
THE NEW PRESIDENT 
Awh ’e. We have a magnetic man in 
President Arthur. He is more than six 
feet tall, handsomer than his picture, and 
quietly elegant in manner. W hat coaid 
lie finer in its way than his demeanor since 
July 2d, notably the interview with Mrs. 
Garfield during his call at the White 
House soon after, during which he raised 
bcr hand to his lips and said, impulsively, 
“ God knows, madam, I do not want to be 
P -¡.¡dent. ” But destiny has made him 
such, 
and 
he 
has 
entered upon 
his duties self - possessed and strong. 
The Senate became much attached 
to him as its presiding officer, and indi­ 
vidual Senators who have called on him 
at the residence of Senator Jones since his 
inauguration, say warmly that he will be 
the most elegant and courtly Chief Magis­ 
trate the country has known since the days 
of the older Presidents. Washington is 
pleased with his choice of a place of wor­ 
ship — St. John’s (Episcopal) Church, 
quaint and olden, half overgrown with 
ivy, fronting Lafayette park and the Ex­ 
ecutive Mansion. Here he attended ser­ 
vice the morning of the President’s funeral 
at Cleveland, and is soon to select a pew 
for permanent occupancy. This was the 
favorite church of the earlier Presidents. 
It is the same attended by your Senator 
Mtiler and his family. I say your Seuator 
Miller, for now New York has also a Sen­ 
ator of that name—Hon. Warner Miller, 
of Herkimer, a member of the Forty-sixth 
and member-elect of the Forty-seventh 
Congress. He is 
A FORCE 
Among the anti-machine Republicans of 
New York, is at 12 the youngest United 
States Senator, and is an examplary and 
valuable man. 
The best Eources of in­ 
formation now foreshadow an entire change 
of Cabinet. 
No one has a right to com­ 
plain of this. Csbinet officers sustain an 
intimate and delicate relation to their 
chief, and President Arthur ought no more 
to be required to keep his predecessor’s 
Cabinet than to marry his predecessor’s 
widow. Apropos of this subject, it is said 
to be not unlikely that he may bring a new 
and stately bride to the White House in 
due time. Mrs. Arthur, to whom her hus­ 
band was devotedly attached, died in Feb­ 
ruary, 1S79, leaving a eon, now 17, and a 
daughter now 12 years of age. 
She was 
Miss Herndon, a daughter of Lieutenant 
William L. Herndon, United States Navy, 
who entered the navy from Virginia, and 
after serving as a young officer in our fleet 
at the Mexican war, becime distinguished 
for his exploration of the Amazon, and 
more so by 
the circumstances of 
valor under which he lost his life as 
commander of the ill-fated Central America, 
which ’ Californians 
well 
remember. 
In a tremendous gaie off Cape Hatteras. 
if my informant is correct, the vessel went 
down, during her passage from Chagres 
to New York. Captain Herndon exerted 
himself to the utmost to save the lives of 
his passengers and crew, resolutely refus­ 
ing to leave his ship till every one else was 
saved. When the last boat-load whom he 
was able to rescue put off from the ship, 
he took out his watch and said to one of 
them, ‘ ‘Givethistomy wife,” and weutdown 
with his vessel. A monument to his mem­ 
ory cn the grounds of the Annapolis Naval 
Academy commemorates this heroic act. 
Mrs. Arthur, his daughter, was lovely both 
in person and character. As an amateur 
singer she was a special favorite, often 
lending her aid in this way to charitable 
enterprises. She lies buried in the ceme­ 
tery at Albany. Her son is tall like his 
father, and a handsome blonde like his 
mother. The intimations that President 
Arthur will remarry during his term are 
vague and shadowy. They are guesses, 
rather than statements. A judicions mar­ 
riage would, of course, strengthen his ad­ 
ministration on the social side, but in any 
-cose it will be a strong one, self-respecting 
and respected. There is 
A SENTIMENT 
Here that would strongly favor ez-S:uv: : 


Sargent’s appointment to the Secretaryship 
of the Navy. His patriotic and untiring 
energy in public affairs here was an ele 
ment of strength to the Pacific coast. Sec 
tionally. President Garfield’s Cabinet was 
not well distributed. A little knot of con­ 
tiguous Northwestern States had the port­ 
folios of the Treasury, the Interior and the 
War Departments. The great Far West 
had no recognition. 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, in his home 
on Capitol Hill, in the house belonging to 
General Ben. Butler, affords stately hospi­ 
tality to the new chief of the nation while 
the Executive Mansion is undergoing re­ 
pairs. The genial manner of the Senator, 
and the high esteem in which he is held by 
all, make an approach to the new Presi­ 
dent a pleasure, not a task. The “ fitness 
of things ” in his surroundings thus far 
seems almost an inspiration.E mma J anes.

“ HOME, SWEET HOKE.” 
The song “ Sweet Home” is known to 
everybody, although comparatively few 
know that he who wrote so touchingly of 
home died himself, nearly thirty years ago, 
in a foreign land. 
John Howard Payne was born at No. 33 
Broad street. New York, in 1791. His 
father, William Payne, was, for a time, a 
celebrated teacher of English and elocution 
in the best schools of Boston, and after­ 
ward in New York. The “ cottage” in 
which John Howard Payne spent his earli­ 
est and sweetest years, and of which he re­ 
tained such fondlv-cherished memories, was 
a homestead at Easthampton, on the east 
end of Long Island. 
Howard’s precocity was altogether re­ 
markable. When a mere boy of twelve, 
residing with his father at Boston, he read, 
studied and wrote poetry. At thirteen he 
wrote for the press, and edited the Thes­ 
pian Mirror. His father and mother were 
religious persons, and carefully guarded his 
mind from the dangers to which these gifts 
and distinctions exposed him. 
His eldest brother, a merchant in New 
York, at this time generously supported 
his parents and the whole family ; but he 
was overtaken by business reverses which 
prevented him from being longer able to 
do so. At this juncture Howard removed 
to New York, and took a situation as clerk 
in a mercantile firm. His brother soon after 
died. The routine of unintellectual em­ 
ployment being somewhat uncongenial to 
young Payne’s refined tastes and aspira­ 
tions, several literary friends, who esteemed 
and recognized his abilities, enabled him 
to obtain the advantages of a college edu­ 
cation. 
Just after leaving Union College, his 
mother, to whom he was tenderly attached, 
died ; and the father’s increased embar­ 
rassments obliged him to look to his sons 
for help. Howard nobly came forward to 
the rescue, and Dy his literary exertions 
rendered the needed assistance. In 1S12 
he went to London, and gained many 
friends—notably Sir Henry Bishop, Kem­ 
ble, etc. He afterward for some time 
traveled on the Continent, and then re­ 
turned to America. 
In later years the United States Govern­ 
ment, in recognition of his esrimable char­ 
acter and genius, appointed him American 
Consul at Tunis, where he died on the 1st 
of April, 1SÓ2. A monument was erected 
to his memory there, in the Christian 
Cemetery of St. George, “ by his grateful 
country.” A bronze bust of him has also 
been placed in Prospect Park, Brooklyn, 
exhibiting the care-worn and furrowed 
features of a face which had seen the sum­ 
mers and winters of over thr< escore years. 
But the truest and most enduring memo, 
rial of him will ever be found in the two 
brief stanzas, “ Home, Sweet Home,” 
which are lovingly enshrined in hearts that 
are— 
True to the kindred points of heaven and home. 
For the following interesting history of 
toe song, given in Payne’s own words, we 
are indebted to the Rev. J. B. Waterbury, 
D. D.: When questioned, while at New 
Orleans, on the subject of the music of the 
song, “ Home, Sweet Home,” Payne told 
his personal friend, James Rees, of Phila­ 
delphia : “ I first heard the air in Italy. 
One beautiful morning as I wa3 strolling 
alone amid the delightful scenery, my at­ 
tention was arrested by the sweet voice of 
a pcasant-girl, who was carrying a basket 
laden with flowers and vegetables. This 
plaintive air, so trilled out, with so much 
sweetness and simplicity, the melody at 
ouce caught my fancy. 
I accosted her, 
and after a few moments’ conversation, I 
asked her for the name of the song, which 
she could cot give me. But, having a 
slight knowledge of music myself, I re- 
qusted her to repeat the air, which she 
did, while I dotted down the notes as well 
as I could. It was this air that suggested 
the words of ‘ Home. Sweet Home,’ both 
of which I acnt to Bishop. He happened 
to know the air perfectly well, and adapted 
the music to the words. The words of the 
song were written in Paris, and not in 
London, as has been frequently stated.” 
'Mid pleasures and palaces though we may roam, 
Be it ever so humble there’s no place like home ! 
A charm from the skies seem? to hallow us there. 
Which, seek through the world, is ne’er met with 
elsewhere.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 
A scientific and industrial exhibition 
will be opened next November at Orizaba 
under the patronage of Vera Cruz. 
From a paper published in Le Genie Civil 
on experiments performed with the cre­ 
mating furnaces of Cadet, Muller & Fichet 
and de Lagenardiere, it appears that the 
disposing of human remains by burning is 
making considerable progress in Italy. 
An investigation regarding the asphyx­ 
iating action of cess pool drainage has been 
made by Bontmy and Descoust. A cubic 
meter of ceBS-pool liquid, even after offi­ 
cial disinfection, rendered eight cubic me­ 
ters of air fatal to animals that were com­ 
pelled to breathe it. 
Three methods are practiced in France 
to protect the vines from phylloxera, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Rercival : First, submer­ 
sion of the vineyard, w hen practicable ; 
second, employment of insecticides, and 
third, (where the vineyards have been de­ 
stroyed), the planting of the more hardy 
American vines. 
In the Pakhoi district of the Province 
of Kwangtung, China, wild silk-worm? are 
found that live on the camphor tree. Just 
before the caterpillar is about to enter the 
pupa stage of its existence the natives cut 
it open and extract the silk in a form re­ 
sembling cat gut. When this substance is 
dried it is used for fish-lines, and it is said 
to answer that purpose admirably. 
This is M. Boyveau’s method of testing 
the ethereal oil of bitter almonds : The 
spurious oil has a specific gravity of 1.029 
to 1 030, while that of the genuine oil is 
1.013, or, according to other statements, 
1.045 to 1.000. When the genuine oil, 
however, is mixed with an equal volume 
of sulphuric acid it turns red, but remains 
limpid and clear; on the other hand, the 
spurious oil turns dark red ; it then be­ 
comes brown, dull and thick, and, lastly, 
it congeals to a brownish mass. 
On Angast let, another note on the form­ 
ation of tails of comets was read by M. 
Faye before the French Academy. He 
held that Herschel, Arago, Delaunay, and 
other astronomers, did cot thoroughly 
study the subject, but that Newton did so, 
ana gave an adequate explanation. The 
author maintained that the tails of comets 
are nothing but the result of a continual 
emission of particles from tho heads of 
these visitants, very like the tail of sntoke 
emitted by a running locomotive. 
David Lindo, of Falmouth, Jamaica, 
says that he was recently led to try the 
effect of a solution of sulphate of sodium 
instead of dilute sulphuric acid in a Grove 
battery. The results obtained were ex­ 
cellent. He employed a solution contain­ 
ing one part sulphate of sodium in crystals 
dissolved in five part3 of water. No amal­ 
gamation of the zinc was required, and the 
intensity of current appeared to be quite 
as great as when dilute sulphuric acid was 
used. Two of Grove’s quarts charged in 
this way were employed on several occa­ 
sions for the purpose of precipitating cop­ 
per when estimating. A solution of sul­ 
phate of sodium answers equally well in 
Bunsen’s cells. 
How photography of colors may be ac­ 
complished by dyeing layers of coagulated 
albumen was lately explained to the 
French Academy of Science, by C. Oros 
and J. Carpentier. They submitted two 
photographic proofs of a painting in water- 
colors along with tho original, showing the 
exact reproduction of the details and col­ 
ors. Three photographs of the original 
were taken, one through a liquid orange 
screen, another through a liquid green 
screen, and a third through a liquid violet 
screen. For the image obtained through 
the first screen a red color hath wa3 em­ 
ployed ; for that produced ihrough the 
second screen, a blue bath ; and for that 
effected through the third screen, a yellow 
hath. In this process there is evidently 
no direct photographic reproduction of ob­ 
jects with their natural colors. 


SENATOR ElaHONE ON HIS SENATORIAL 
CAREER. 
Senator Mahone addressed the people of 
Shenandoah county, Ya., at Woodstock, 
one day last week. His speech is thus re­ 
ported by the Staunton Vindicator: “ Gen­ 
eral Mahone s speech was confined in a 
great measure to discussing the debt ques­ 
tion front the standpoint of the McCnlloch 
bill, and seemed to treat that measure as 
if it was the point now at issue before the 
people. General Mahone seemed to have 
a set speech, and being but little of an 
orator, was not very interesting. He has 
two or'three quite eccentric gestures* for 
instance, holding his elbows close to his 
body and extending two fingers of each 
hand. This position lie would maintain 
sometimes through several sentences. He 
said that the Riddleberger bill represented 
and provided for the payment of every 
dollar the State honestly owed. When 
the General reached his Senatorial career 
he showed more excitement than at any 
other time in his speech. ‘ Was it ex­ 
pected of me, a Readjuster (he asked), to 
follow such a man as Bayard ? Was it to 
be expected of nte to follow such a leader 
anywhere and forfeit the respect of my 
people ? Did any Readjust*.* who sent me 
to the Senate expect that after I got there 
I would vote with Bayard and Hampton 
and Vance. [Cheering and cries of no, no.] 
I mistake the sentiments of the Readjust­ 
ers of Virginia very much if they had any 
idea that I would vote with those men. 
No Funder expected me to do it, either. 
They knew me better. Why, the whole 
canvass of 1859 was made to beat Mahone 
—the cry was anybody to beat Mahone. 
They couldn’t beat me with any of their 
otvn party and so they took up AVickhant. 
Aud that was the sort of Democracy that 
expected me to vote with it. A Democracy 
that isn’t united on anything but the prin­ 
ciple of public plunder. I went to the 
Seaate to go anywhere that the interests 
of my people took me. and I shall ever be 
found there and in the front rank. I don’t 
intend that these Democrats of convenience 
shall dictate to me. I went to Washing­ 
ton at the bidding of the people of Vir­ 
ginia, and whatever I did there was in 
accordance with my views of the best in­ 
terests of those people. And it was with 
that view that 1 nominated a son of your 
own connty for a position there. If that i 
be treason let them make the most of it.’ ”

Samuel Ralston, the father-in law of 
Frank James, was interviewed by a cor­ 
respondent of the St. Louis Globe-Dtmo- 
crat recently. Mr. Ralston, before the 
war, was one of the richest and best- 
known men in Jackson county, and owned 
and lived on what is known as the Preston 
Roberts farm. Here Annie Ralston was 
born, and Iter education was the best that 
could be obtained. During the war Mr. 
Ralston’s farm was raided from time to 
time by jayhawkers, his horses and blood 
stock stolen and stampeded. Since 1874, 
when she left Independence to visit the 
family of Ezra Hickman, in Kansas City, 
Mr. Ralston has never set eyes oa his 
daughter, and during the seven years has 
but once received direct word in any shape, 
and that was when she sent a note telling 
her father she was married and going west, 
signing herself Annie Reynolds. 
“ Has Frank ever been to see yon since 
he ran away with your daughter ? ” 
“ Once. He came suddenly to my house 
in 1S7G, before I went to Texas. He ar­ 
rived early in the morning, but for some 
time refused to leave his horse, apparently 
fearing capture ; but at last be did dis­ 
mount and took breakfast with us, but 
would not take the saddle from his horse. 
“ W hat did he have to say ? ” 
“ Well, he talked about Annie a good 
deal, and said she was well, and wanted to 
know if I had forgiven him. I told him he 
was a d—d rascal, and had stolen my 
daughter, and I wanted her to come back. 
He seated that if I did not forgive her she 
would never return, and in any case I 
would not see her for ten years. I replied 
that his life was so uncertain that his wife 
sbonld be in a place of safety, but he only 
said : ‘ By G—d, she shan’t come back, 
and yon shan’t see her.’ Then he mounted 
his horse and rode away.”

DOMESTIC. 


The Situation at the National Capital. 
W ashington, October 7th.—The Senators 
of both parties to-night are averse to being 
interviewed as to what they will or may do in 
the organization of the Senate. There is a 
sentiment of concession on both sides, but no 
Senator knows just how far it will go, and he 
does not like to express an opinion which 
may embarrass him when he come to vote. 
It is freely admitted that there must be some 
concession and compromise, but what shape 
it will take cannot be foretold. Some sug­ 
gest that a President pro ten. be elected for 
the express purpose of swearing in the new 
Senators, his term of office to be until next 
year, and after that an organization can be 
effected. There are precedents for this. The 
Senate has in the past elected a President for 
a specific duty or for a designated period of 
time. On one occasion a President was elected 
for one day. There are at least three Dem­ 
ocratic Senators who are in favor of 
conceding the President to the Republicans 
if they will accord to the Democrats the 
Secretaryship and half of the committees, 
and let the remainder of organization stand 
as now. One of the most influential Demo­ 
crats in the Senate to-night expressed him­ 
self in favor of this plan. He said he was 
satisfied that if the Democrats would accord 
the President to the Republicans, an amica­ 
ble agreement can be reached in a short 
time, and the 
Senate organized by 
a unanimous vote ; but if, on the other 
hand, the Democrats 
take advantage 
of their temporary majority to elect a 
President he believed the Republicans would 
, fight on the question of Secretary, and the 
remainder of the organization to the last day 
of the Forty-seventh Congress. This Sen­ 
ator said that if another deadlock arises it 
will run, there is no telling how long, aDd 
will block legislation at the regular session of 
Congress. This would be ill-timed and dis­ 
graceful, said this Senator ; therefore he con­ 
sidered that the easiest and best plan is to 
give the Republicans the office they most 
desire, which is President of the Sen­ 
ate. 
A conference committee will be 
appointed by both caucuses to-morrow, 
and the prevailing belief is that those com­ 
mittees will arrange a plan for organization 
which will be accepted by both parties if the 
Republicans will divide the committees with 
the Democrats to gain the President of the 
Senate. It is not improbable that this plan 
will be adopted, as naturally there are a num­ 
ber of Democrats who would like to get their 
former committees again. There is consider­ 
able speculating as to how Senator Davis, of 
Illinois, will vote, but nothing to indicate what 
he will do has yet been heard from him 
here. 
He will reach here to morrow. 
At the beginning of the last special session 
of the Senate, when the contest over the 
organization was just opening, it was an­ 
nounced to the Democratic caucus, by the 
authority of Senator Davis, that he proposed 
voting for a Democratic organization. Judge 
Davis declined to filibuster, but said he would 
vote with the Democrats. Suheequently, 
after the Republicans obtained the commit­ 
tees, in a speech he said he thought the 
organization Bhou'.d go with the committees ; 
but notwithstanding this opinion be voted 
with the Democrats, except upon dilatory 
motions. The Democrats here express con­ 
fidence that he will vote with them this time, 
unless they should take some position calcu­ 
lated to bring about a deadlock. 
The President and the Pastors. 
W ashington, October 7th.—The pastors 
of this city, accompanied by the Maryland 
Lutheran Synod, in session here, called on 
President Arthur this afternoon at his resi­ 
dence. Dr. Cheater, pastor of the Metro­ 
politan Presbyterian Cbureh, was spokesman 
for the visitors, and read the address. The 
President responded substantially as follows : 
“ I am glad to meet yon, gentlemen, yet it is 
with deep sorrow, under circumstances which 
have sadly devolved such momentous duties 
upon me. In the performance of these duties, 
as chief of a God-fearing and religious people, 
I appreciate my dependence upon their moral 
support and approval and upon the Divine 
blessing and guidance. I thank you cordially 
for the assurances of your support, for your 
kind expressions of sympathy and confi­ 
dence.” At the conclusion of President Ar­ 
thur’s response the visitors were individually 
introduced and shook hands with the Presi­ 
dent. 
The party then retired, evidently 
much pleased with the interview. 
The Senate Secretaryship. 
W ashington, October 7th.—A canvass of 
the Republican Senators shows a great lack 
of earnestness upon the question of Secre­ 
tary, and there are several who say that if 
Democrats secure the presiding officer they 
might as well take all the Senate offices. This 
state of indifference is said to be due to 
Gorham's candidacy as the caucus nominee, 
and if he could be induced to withdraw the 
Republicans could undoubtedly secure the 
Secretaryship. He absolutely declines to 
withdraw, in a paragraph in the Republican 
of this morning. 
Notorious Robbers Lynched — Copicns 
Rains. 
D enver (Col.), October 7th.—The Republi­ 
can's special says: Two robbers, known as 
Clark, alias Butch, and Frenchy, formerly of 
the notorious Stockton gang, were lynched 
last night at Socorro, N. M. A week ago 
they robbed Brown & Marzarie’s commission 
house, at Laramie, William Nicholson was 
lynched at Saunders Station, N. M., for mur­ 
der.

Rain continues failing copiously in New 
Mexico.Train Robbers Plead Guilty. 
L ittle R ock (Ark.), October 7tb,—Cox, 
Stephens and Delaney, the Iron Mountain 
train robbers, pleaded guilty in the Hemp­ 
stead Circuit Court to-day, and were sen­ 
tenced to the penitentiary for terms of twenty 
years each. 
National and International Garfield Memo* 
rial Uospltal. 
W ashington, October 7th.—Senator Miller 
has been appointed on the Executive Com­ 
mittee for the establishment in Washington 
of a national and international Garfield me­ 
morial hospital, to the erection of which he 
asks popular subscriptions in any sum, from 
not only the people of the United States but 
from the world at large. 
War Among the Authors. 
N ew Y ork, October 7th.—Joaquin Miller 
writes in reply to McKee Rankin’s claim to 
having written “ The Danites,” and paid the 
poet merely for the use of his name : “ The 
b:oks which have borne my name were exe­ 
cuted by patient toil. They have elicited 
from reviewers many severe criticisms. I 
have been charged, and perhaps justly, with 
many faults and follies; but the charge of 
want of originality is not one of them. In 
the 10,000 pages of comment upon me and 
my works, I have yet to find the accusation 
that I received the honor and ths pay for the 
task performed by another. W hen, there­ 
fore, a man like McKee Rankin makes a 
charge of this kind, I find myself in the po­ 
sition of one who, when about to sit down to 
his boiled joint, finds that a dog has stolen it, 
has munched it out of palatable Bhape, rolled 
it in the mire, and claiming proprietorship. 
The exact result of such an incident is that 
morally the joint is the man’s, but actually 
when he comee to look at it he doesn’t care to

During^ the 
session of 1S78 the Dominion Senate joined 
the Commons in an address to the Queen, 
asking that the boundaries of the Dominion 
and its possessions be more clearly defined. 
The address particularly asked that the 141st 
meridian should be the western limits of its 
possessions. The Imperial order which was 
made in accordance with this request con­ 
tained no reference to Wrangel Land. 
No Executive Business. 
New Y ork, October 7th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin's Washington special says : The ses­ 
sion of the Senate next week will have no 
Executive business brought before it, other 
than the filling of a few existing vacancies. 
Stale Greenback Camp-meeting. 
D etroit, October 7tb.—The State Green­ 
back Camp-meeting commenced at Jackson 
to-day. It continues to-morrow and Sunday, 
the last day being devoted to a sort of Free 
Thinkers’ Convention. 
Bnslness Failures. 
N ew Y ork, October 7th.—Dun, Wilson & 
Co.’s Mercantile Agency reports 110 failures 
throughout the country during the past seven 
days, against 108 last week, which is con­ 
siderably above the average. The Pacific 
coast reports eleven. 
Another Inprovoked Murder. 
L aramie Citt (Wyn ), October 7th.—At 
noon to-day J ames McKeon Bhot and mor­ 
tally wounded James Smith, a former em­ 
ploye of the Union Pecitic Railway Com­ 
pany. McKeon is a gambler, of a quarrel­ 
some disposition, while Smith was a quiet, 
in< ffensive man. The murder was unpro­ 
voked and there are threats of lynching. 
FOREIGN. 
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Nervous Prostration and Slow Death. 
C hicago, October 7th.—Butte Creek, I1L, 
possesses a case which attracts much atten­ 
tion in the medical world. Mrs. Nellie Gra­ 
ham a year ago had a tooth extracted. The 
operation was so severe that it caused a nerv­ 
ous shock of paralysis of the stomach, which 
has continued ever since. For a year no food 
has passed her lips. She has been kept alive 
by enemata and nutritious baths. 
Her 
weight is reduced from 180 to 70 pounds. 


Gladstone at Leeds. 
L ondon, October 7th.—Gladstone received 
a great ovation at Leeds to-day. Eighty-six 
addresses were presented to him. He re­ 
plied briefly, acknowledging the value of 
party criticism. 
In his speech, referring to the unity of the 
Liberal party, Mr. Glads tone said he saw no 
sign of such division as led to its defeat in 
1874. 
Everywhere there where signs of 
union, and he looked forward with satisfac­ 
tion. There was much to be done, he said, in 
altering and modifying the land laws of En­ 
gland and Scotland, but circumstances in these 
parts are not those of Ireland. He urged 
that the depression in trade proceeded from 
the decreased purchasing power. He calcu­ 
lated that between 1878 and 1880 the country 
had lost £24.000,000 on her export trade, but 
as much as £100,000,000 from her bad har­ 
vests. Referring to th9 Fair Trade League, 
he said some persons complained abcut the 
American tariff. America sent us £3,000,000 
worth of manufactures, while we sent Amer­ 
ica from £30,000,000 to £40,000,000 worth. 
The fair traders want America to cease to be 
our customer to this amount. Gladstone 
spoke for an hour and forty minutes, 
At a banquet given Gladstone there were 
1,400 persons present. Gladstone said: “Justice 
to Ireland is a sacred duty, but it can never 
be performed without equal justice to Eng­ 
land and Scotland. The etate of Ireland 
might not be a party question. Ireland is in a 
crisis, and on the working of the Land Act 
may depend the greatest issues with regard 
to her prosperity. 
There are powerful 
agencies working which will influence her 
fate in spite of persons. I do not believe 
there are laborers in any country that have 
made more progress than the Irish laboréis.” 
Gladstone warmiy eulogized Sir Charles 
Gavin Duffy for his pamphlet advocating 
the grateful acceptance of the Land Act. 
Gladstone claimed Dillon as an oppo­ 
nent, but an opponent whom he was 
glad to honor, and added: “ I now have 
the painful duty of dealing with a different 
class of opponents. A small body of men 
has arisen who are not ashamed to preach to 
Ireland the doctrine of public plunder. The 
state of things in Ireland is coming to a ques­ 
tion of law on the one hand and their law­ 
lessness on the other.” Gladstone favor­ 
ably contrasted O’Connell’s fidelity to the 
Crown of England with Parnell’s hostility to 
everything English. O’Connell, he said, on 
every occasion declared his respect for prop­ 
erty ; 
but Parnell 
has now a new 
gospel, that of plunder, to proclaim. He 
sees now that whereas the rental of 
Ireland is £17,000.000 the landlord is entitled 
to nothing but the original valuation of the 
land, amounting to £3,000,000. O’Connell’s 
respect for human life was consistent. Par­ 
nell is very copious iu his references to Amer­ 
ica, but in all these references he has never 
found time to utter a word of disapproval 
about the assassinacion literature of that 
country, which is not American literature. 
The Americans scorn, spurn and loathe it. 
[Loud cheers.] Parnell, during the last ses­ 
sion of Parliament, made every effort to des­ 
troy the land bill, but he did not dare to 
vote against it like a man. But when the 
life of the bill was at stake, Parnell and 
thirty of his followers withdrew from the 
House of Commons, and tried to destroy the 
work which the Government had begun. 
Affairs iu Fcru —The Fenliit-r Which 
Broke the Camel's Rack. 
N ew Y ork, October 7th.—The Panama 
Star and Herald of September 2S:h say3 : A 
Lima special says : The Chilean leaders have 
probably another campaign in the Tiempo of 
San Diego. The State i f Ariquipa will be 
attacked, and General Baque will command 
the expedition. Many Peruvians are leaving 
Lima to join theJMonterreja. They go because 
they canuct work, eveu if such were obtain­ 
able. The order recently issued by Pierola to 
raise 815,000 ia silver from ad >zen persons in 
Tika and Cañete, or to destroy their property, 
has been the feather which has broken the 
camel’s back, and capitalists and property- 
owncis now see that the pretense is made to 
«arry on the war in order to enable the 
principles of communism to be carried out 
under the name of patriotism. Montero is 
preparing to occupy Trujillio when the 
Chileans abandon it. The Chilean troops 
have been withdrawn from Supe and Hua- 
choa, and the Peruvian flag flies over those 
towns. 
French Troops and American «Ulcers. 
P aris, October 7th.—Yesterday, Morton, 
the American Minister, in presenting to 
General Favre, the Minister of War, those 
American officers who attended the autumn 
maneuvers, expressed his gratitude for the 
welcome given them by the French army. 
General ijchofield congratulated General 
Pavre upon the excellence of the maneuvers 
and the good condition of the troops. He 
said that he had been much struck by their 
order and discipline. General Favre begged 
Morton and the American officers to bs in­ 
terpreters to the American Government and 
people.Looking to the t zar's Safety. 
London, October 7th.—Advices from St. 
Petersburg state that the most comprehensive 
measures have been taken for the safety of 
Annitohloff Palace, the Czar’s St. Peters­ 
burg residence. A subterranean passage has 
been constructed all around the palace, 
which can be patroled by sentinels and im­ 
mediately placed under water. The C'zar is 
negotiating for the purchase of various houses 
surrounding the palace. 
Public Buildings on Fire. 
N ew Y ork, October 7th.—A telegram 
by cable reports that the Exchange buildings 
on Rumford street, Liverpool, are on fire. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
L iverpool, October 7th.—The fire in the 
Exchange building to-day was extinguished 
after burning some cotton samples and some 
office fixtures.

L ondon, October 7th.—The London Stand­ 
ard says the announcement that the English 
flag will be saluted at Yorktown is received 
1 with satisfaction on both sides of the At­ 
lantic.

of §30,000. There has been done some 
excellent work on the river; among the 
best is at Sam Soule bar. The barge Kate, 
which sunk sixteen years ago there, and 
had remained in the channel an obstruc­ 
tion, has been removed, and all other ob­ 
structions ; two dams have been built of 
brush and sacks with rocks and sand, 
which have materially increased the volume 
of water in the channel leaving at low 
water mark at least four feet. The cur­ 
rent is swift and lines will have to be put 
out, but the channel Í3 much better than it 
ever has been before. The river is open 
and clear from there to Squaw Hill, except 
at Merrill’s, where they are now going to 
put in a brush dam and drive the water 
into one channel, making a depth of thirty
